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THE NATIONAL BANK BILL 


UTS PASSAGE DELAYED BY MANY 
AMENDMENTS. 

SEVERAL IMPORTANT CHANGES MADE—THE 
HINETY DAY PROVISION NOT YET VOTED 
UPON—AN AMUSING DEBATE BETWEEN 
GREENBACKERS AND DEMOCRATS. 

' Wasuineton, May 18.—The House did 

fot reach a final vote upon the National Bank 

bill to-day owing to the presentation of a large 
number of amendments, but so much progress 

‘was made that final action can be taken to- 

morrow morning. The debate was interest- 

ing and at times amusing, and the amend- 
ments submitted embodied many kinds of 
financial heresy. The little knot of Green- 
backers conceived it to be their duty to occupy 
BR great deal of the time, and they were led 


Into an amusing controvesy with the Demo- 
frats. 


When the debate was resumed this morning 
the pending amendment was Mr. Buckner’s, 
to reduce the period of extension from 20 to 10 
years. This was rejected by a vote of 92 te 
116. Other amendments in the same general 
direction met the same fate. An amendment 
proposed by Mr. Springer, providing that all 
charters should expire in 1903, was lost, and 
then My Hammond offered his amendment 
providing that all suits brought by or 
against national banks shall be tried in 
the same courts in which suits brought 
by or against other banks are tried; 
that is, in State courts instead of United States 
courts, Substitutes for this amendment, but 
of the same general character, were offered by 
Mr. Holman and Mr. Stockslager, and were 
rejected. Mr. Brumm, the Pennsylvania 
Greenbacker, opposed the amendment, on the 
fround that the question was toc important to 
be dealt with by an amendment to any bill. 
He heid that the general Government ought to 
have exclusive jurisdiction over the issu- 


ing of money, and to be consistent he 
must hold that Federal courts should 
have jurisdiction over the national banking 
laws. Mr. Parker, of New-York, remarked 
that no one had given any reason for sending 
these suits to State courts, and added that in 
his State the Federal courts had afforded pro- 
tection against barbaric State laws such as the 
usury law. He urged the House to allow the 
Judiciary Committee to consider the question 
carefully, and warned the friends of the 
banks that they were throwing away 
their rights. Mr. De Motte, of Indiana, 
replied that the sellers of patented articles 
m the West took from the farmers notes 
which they afterward sold to national 
banks, and the farmers were then compelled 
to go hundreds of miles to United States 
tourts to answer in suits to recover. The 
Hammond amendment was adopted without a 
division. Mr. Bland made an effort to induce 
the House to prohibit the issue of any more 
national bank notes, but failed to make an im- 
pression. Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, effered an 
amendment requiring the retirement of the 
bank notes and the substitution of Treasury 
notes, and it was defeated, although 1ts author 
quoted Gladstone in its support. 

At this time Mr. Bland began an attack 
upon the Greenbackers, declaring that because 
Mr. Brumm had voted against State banks 
they had gone over to the Kepublicans. This 
knssertion was answered later in the day. Mr. 

tandall said that injustice had been done to 
small stockhoiders in the recent reorganiza- 
tion of certain banks. They had been 
shut out by combinations of the large 
stockholders. He therefore offered an 
hnimendment providing that in the reor- 
yanization of any bank under the new 
aw the holders of stock in old banks should 
be entitled to preference in the allotment of 
shares in the new in proportion to their pre- 
vious holdings. ‘’his was indorsed by Mr. 
ing 2 who admitted that some regulation of 
the kind was needed for protecting these who 
held a few shares of stock, and it was adopted. 

Mr. Hoiman then proposed an amendment 
requiring the banks to pay, in addition to the 
tax now collected, the cost of the plates for 
their new notes and other expenses caused by 
the substitution of new notes for old. Mr. 
Crapo explained that they would be compelled 
to do this under the existing law, but he did 
not oppose the amendment and it was adopted. 

The yeas and nays were ordered on an 
amendment otfered by Mr. Biand providing 
for continuing the banks as banks of discount 
and deposit and for the substitution of Treas- 
ury notes for the bank-notes. It was defeated 
by a vote of 71to 138. Mr. Anderson voted 
with the Democrats in favor of it, and Mr. 
Brumm with the Republicans against it. 
The latter then offered an esmendment 
end took advantage of the opportunity 
to answer Mr, Bland’s attack upon the Green- 
backers. He asserted that the Greenbackers 
had been consistent and honest. The Demo- 
crats had treated them unfairly and with dis- 
respect. They had not even given them a hear- 
Ing when in the majority. The Democratie 
Speaker had turned his back on them. Now 
they were treated fairly. They had been given 
places on committees and had been recognized 
on the floor. The Republicans had recognized 
them as a party, and had fought against them 
Bquarely and fairly. He respected them on 
that account, ‘* You on the other side,” said 
he, *“‘say that you will not treat us with re- 
spect whether we are rightor wrong. You 
have been all things to all men. At some 
times and in some places you are for fiat 
money. You are divided among yourselves, 
as you have been since 1856. [Applause on 
Republicam side.] You ean be found on every 
side of every question. [Applause.] You 
standin the path of progress. You are the 
oniy stumbling-block in the way of Greenback 
doctrine to-day. [Applause on the Dem- 
ocraticg side and cries of ‘Go on,’ “Go 
on.”] The Democrats applauded so _ loud- 
ly and so continuously that it was 
plain they intended to drown Mr. Brumm’s 
voice. Thereupon Mr. Jones, of Texas, arose 
pnd indignantly shook his fistat them. ‘* That 
is Democratic all over,” he cried, **to sup- 
press free speech. We understand you.” 

Mr. Bland then declared that the Greenback- 
ers had sold out to the Republicans, and had 
agreed to aid them in electing a Speaker. The 
Greenbackers jumped up and indignantly de- 
nied that any bargain of that sort had been 
made, and Mr. Jones, with great earnestness 
and many strange jestures, charged Mr. Bland 
and his party with trimming and inconsistency. 
The Republicans gathered around him in 
a crowd and cheered him on. ‘‘I know your 
tricks,” said he; ‘‘you change as a chameleon 
changes color.” For some time the contest be- 
tween the Greenbackers and Mr. Bland was 

eatly enjoyed by both siaes of the House, 
But at last the work of the day was resumed. 

The next amendment adopted was one pro- 
posed by Mr. Crapo, providing for the tem- 
porary extension of the franchise of a bank tor 
the sole purpose of enabling it to close up its 
business when it did not desire to take a new 
lease of life. Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, offered 
an amendment providing that banks having a 
capital of $150,000 or iess shall not be required 
to depost more than $10,000 in bonds as secur- 
ity for their circulation. Inasmuch as there 
was fractically no profit in _ circula- 
tion he desired to give the small banks an 
opportunity to deposit no more in proportion 
than large banks are required to deposit. A 
bank with $1,000,000 capital might deposit 
only one-twentieth of its capital, while small 
banks might be compelled to deposit even 
three-fifths. Mr. Buckner declared that this 
amendment was a confession that the banks 
were no longer needed@ to assist the 
Government in floating the debt. It was 
a confession of a desire to divorce them from 
the Government as far as bonds were con- 
rerned. The amendment was adopted by a 

ea and nay vote of 102 to 100, and among the 

epublicans voting with the Democrats in the 
negative were Messrs. Haskell, Skinner, and 
Anderson. The vote was so close that 
when Mr, Cannon moved to clinch it, 
by laying on the table a _ motion 
to reconsider, Mr. Randall demanded 
the yeas and nays, in tho hope of reversing the 
decision of the House. He was defeated by a 
vote of 111 to 96, and so the amendment be- 
came a part of the bill, Mr. Haskell then de- 
clared that the amendment would open the 
door for the retirement of perhaps two-thirds 
of the banking circuiation and provide no way 
of filling the gap.

of circulation “amounting to $100,000,000. It 
rng so changed the bill that he would not vote 
or it, 

Mr. Randall did not bring forward, until 
after 4 o’clock, his ameadment requiring the 
banks to give 90 days’ notice of intention to 
withdraw bonds and deposit money for the 
hy of retiring or redeeming circulation, 

te had changed it so as to provide that no- 
tice should be given to the Secretary of the 
Treasury instead of the Controller of the Cur- 
rency. Mr. Crapoat once offered a substitute, 
which Mr. Randall accepted. This substitute 
provides for the 90 days’ notice, with the 
additional provisions that not more than 
$5,000,000 in lawful money shall be deposited 
for the withdrawal of bonds in any one month 
and that this shall not apply to bonds called 
for redemption, which bonds the banks must 
surrender within 30 days after the call matures, 
This amendment did not contain Mr. Randall’s 
provision for the re-enactment of the law re- 
quiring one-third of the capital stock to be 
kept in bonds, and Mr. Randall admitted that 
there was no longer any need of such a law. 
Mr. Cannon declared with much emphasis that 
if the banks were required to surrender the 
extended 5s, they must try to buy 4s and 4}<s 
from brokers. The latter would charge enor- 
mously for them, so that the banks would be 
unable to buy them and would be forced out 
of existence. An amendment providing that 
no bank should surrender, in one year, more 
than one-tenth of its circulation, was defeated 
by a yea and nay vote of 88 to 116, and an- 
other offered by Mr, Buckner, requiring notice 
to be given by any bank desiring to increase 
its circulation, was lost. The Democrats were 
anxious to adjourn, and, as it was impossible 
to finish the bill to-day, the Republicans at 
last yielded, and at 5 o’clock the House ad- 
journed. 

The result of the day’s work may be sum- 
marized as — follows: Amendments were 
adopted providing that suits between banks 
and individuals shall be tried in State courts; 
that small stockholders shall get their pro- 
portionate share of their new stock after 
reorganization ; that each bank shall 
pay the cost of the plates for the 
new notes; that the corporate existence of a 
bank which desires to go out of business shal! 
be continued until its business is closed up, 
and that banks having a capital of $150,000 or 
less shall not be required to deposit bonds in 
excess of $10,000 as security for their circula- 
tion. The amendment providing for 90 days’ 
notice in case of withdrawal of bonds to retire 
circulation is pending and will be adopted,

GEN. MAHONE AND THE TEBBS CASE. 
A REPLY TO RECENT BOURBON ASSAULTS ON 
THE READJUSTER SENATOR. 

Wasnineton, May 18.—Senator Mahone 
has become a target for virulent abuse from 
all the Funder papers and politicians in Vir- 
ginia because he voted, a few weeks ago, with 
the Republicans to refer the case of Tebbs to 
the Judiciary Committee. Dr. A. Sidney 
Tebbs, who had incurred political dis- 
ability through service in a rebel Legislature 
when a boy, desires to enter the United 
States Army. The Military Committee 
reported his bill favorably, but Senator Gar- 
land secured an amendment in the committee 
which removed Tebbs from the bill, and con- 
verted a measure of relief for an individual 
into a general bill to repeal the political dis- 
abilities imposed by section 1,218 of the 
Revised Statutes. The Funder papers have 
criticised Senator Mahone’s vote as an 
indication of loss of respect on his part for the 
soldiers of the Confederacy. At first, while 
vigorously condemning the ultra-Southern 
Senators for what he characterized as a con- 
temptible and unnecessary stirring up of the bit- 


ter war feeling, he refused to pay any attention 
to the assaults made upon him in his own State. 
It did not require much discernment, in his 
opinion, to find out that Senators Butler, Call, 
George, and others, who spoke for the amend- 
raent, were trying to keep alive the war feel- 
ing in the South, because in the perpetuation 
of that feeling is the only hope of success for 
the lagging Bourbon Democracy of that sec- 
tion. he Confederacy and the memories of 
the war are their largest political stock in 
trade, and they must keep the people aroused 
or they will become old fogies in the popular 
estimation. 

Yielding to the requests of a large number of 
Virginia Liberals who have written to him, 
Gen. Mahone decided to answer all the attacks 
upon him by a letter to a Lynchburg Read- 
juster and Administration man, Major M. M. 
Moorman. His letter, which will be made 
public in Richmond to-morrow, is as follows:

DEAR Masor: I have not had an earlier moment 
when I could reply to your letter. Briefly, the mat- 
ter isthis: I was not inthe Senate at any time 
during the proceedings on the so-called Tebbs case 
until the morning when the resolution propos- 
ing to refer the bill and all the amendments whieh 
had been offered to the Judiciary Committee was 
ealled in regular order. Without a word of debate 
the vote was taken. I voted for the resolution of 
reference. I had meanwhile run my eye over the 
proceedings, as they are given in the Aecord, and 
thought then, as Ido now believe, that I under- 
stood the merits of the question. I voted 
without hestitation, and am now the more 
assured of the correctness and the wisdom of that 
vote. The reference "as strictly the legislative 
thing to do, and it was the thing to do to arrest a 
further ill-tempered line of discussion which had 
been unhappily provoked. 

You will observe that the original proposition 
was torelieve Dr. A. Sidney Tebbs of the disabil- 
ity imposed by a certain statute of the United 
States. I am quite sure there would not have been 
aword of objection to the distinet proposition. 
Uniformly,I believe,all and singular the applications 
heretofore made for such relief have been granted, 
even in times when there lingered prejudices of 
the war as to individuals and sections. This sim- 
ple proposition, however, was made the occasion 
for a bill repealing a statute praotically dead in 
the form of an amendment to the Tebbs bill. It 
was the absolute conversion of an individual bill of 
relief into one repealing a statute. No one on 
the Military Committee, not a Republican 
Senator, objected. In this form the bill came up 
for consideration, when a discussion followed 
which evoked bitterness and instigated the offer- 
ing of several amendmerts. It was here and in this 
condition I found the subject and voted for the ref- 
erence to the Judiciary Committee,whose province 
rightfully isto formulate any act repealing a statute, 
and the more so when the proposition was now in- 
cumbered with proposed amendments, in some re- 
spects incongruous, and in some respects, if not 
absurd, falling, as it occurred to me, below the 
dignity of the subject. 

As to the statute which excludes those who were 
in the Confederate military service from holding a 
commission in the military service of the United 
States, broadly stated, my opinion, my judgment, 
and my feeling are that it involves nothing prac- 
tical to the Confederate soldier, nothing more than 
a sentiment, and that he, with becoming 
self-respect, would only desire and appreciate 
the removal of such disability, when it comes of 
the voluntary motion of the representatives of that 
section and side in the unhappy straggle by whom 
it was imposed. The power and the right to impose 
such disability were concluded fully and finally at 
Appomattox, and the Confederate soldier, in my 
opinion, will proudly bear every eonsequence of 
Lee’s surrender—not in anger, nor because there 
lingers with him any hesitancy in his obedience to 
the laws which his parole at Appomattox honorably 
bound him to respect, nor any reservations in his 
allegiance to a reunited country. 

I cannoét permit myself to aid in making the 
graves of Confederate soldiers, nor their widows 
and orphans, to become the stakes and pawns in 
the game of politics. I will not become a party to 
profitiess discussion of irritating questions that are 
caleulated to freshen issues which are naturally 
closing and when the whole country is drift- 
ing surely and earnestly to the safe anchor- 
age of peace and fraternity’ under. the 
guidance of a President whose policy toward the 
South is one of friendship. But why this latter- 
day anxiety for a declaration of zeal in benalf of 
Confederate soldiers? Mind you it comes from the 

olitical associates of those who, from 1879 to 1881, 
Peld control of both houses of Congress. Why 
not take that opportune occasion? It is 
not a violent supposition that the many 
gentlemen in Congress who had been Confederate 
soldiers were then, and I will not doubt are now, 
unwilling to make an uamanly request for this 
suppneed high grace. 

will by no word of mine check the pacifying 
and liberalizing influences upon the whole country 
which Virginia has ses in motion. Let us thank 
the patriots who are holping us in that great work 
and move on heroically to our high purposes. I 
am, very truly, yours, WILLIAM MAHONE.

THE PUBLIC BUILDING GRAB

A GRAND RAID TO BE MADE BY 
THE SENATE TO-DAY. 
MR. BAYARD SECURES $15,000 FoR NEW: 
CASTLE, DEL., AND EXCITES THE HOPES 
OF MANY OTHER SENATORS—MORE TALK 
ON THE FIVE PER CENT. LAND BILL. 
Wasuinaton, May 18.—The Senatorial 
longing for an appropriation, not less than the 
Senatorial willingness to get rid of the surplus, 
was manifested repeatedly to-day. Just after 
the hour devoted to the consideration of bills 
under the Anthony rule had expired and sev- 
eral more or less vicious grabs at the Treasury 
had been disposed of, Mr. Bayard came to the 
front, and, with the excuse that he 
would have to be away from _ the 
Senate for several days, asked the Senate 
to take up and pass a bill appropriating $15,000 
for a public building at Newcastle, Del. The 
privilege that Mr. Bayard asked excited the 
hopes of a score of Senators. Mr. Conger had 
given notice that he would ask to have a batch 
of such bills taken up to-day, but the unfin- 
ished business appeared to have absolutely 
crowded him out of the way. Mr. Bayard’s 
request was granted, and his bill was passed. 
Up sprang Mr. Conger to give notice again 
that he would to-morrow ask to have the 
public building bills taken up. Senators stood 
up all over the chamber, eager to consent to 
his proposition that there should be an under- 
standing that the grab should be made by 
unanimous consent. A bill was reported for a 
new building at La Crosse, Wis, Mr, Butler, 
on the alert for South Carolina, wanted to 


know if the Committee on Public Build- 
ings and Grounds had reported all the bills 
for buildings referred to it. ‘Oh, no,” 
shouted Mr. Vest, standing up and endeavor- 
ing to make himself seen by the Chair; ‘lve 
got a bill in the committee not yet reported.’’ 
Mr. Butler, rising again, wanted to know 
whether it would not be a good plan to post- 
pone the day for considering these bills until 
allof them had been reported. This ingenu- 
ous proposition commended itself to all 
the Senators who have bills not yet 
reported, but which they hope to 
have reported. ‘tI happen,” said Mr. Butler, 
‘*to be interested in a bill for a building in my 
State, and think that equal justice should be 
done in these matters to all parts of the coun- 
try.”? A Bedlam, almost, of conversation fol- 
lowed, Mr. David Davis good-humored)y al- 
lowing it te go on for a few mo- 
ments, during which even tho economical 
Mr. Beck intimated that he, too, had a 
building bill which he was anxious. to 
have brought forward and passed. Mr. 
Flumb, who was desirous of reaching the Five 
Per Cent. Land bill, which is another plan for 
using the surplus, protested against the de- 
bate which was opening and which promised 
to go on all the afternoon. Having informally 
come to an understanding that a concentrated 
raid on the Treasury should be made to-mor- 
row, the Senate took up the unfinished busi- 
ness, 

There were speeehes to-day both for and 
against the Five Per Cent. Land bill, Mr. 
Vance opposing it in his usual breezy style. 
He regards the demand of the new States tor 
this 5 per cent. on the value of lands located 
by military scrip and land warrants as a sort 
of demand for reimbursement for having been 
**set up in housekeeping.’’ Senator Allison 
nodded negatively at this. ** The Senator from 
lowa shakes his head. I don’t know whether 
there is anything in it,”? said Mr. Vance. This 
—— a roar of laughter, and Mr. 

"ance then preseated his view of the de- 
mand in another way. He declared that 
the new States had received fifty times 
the value of these lands in various gifts. 
It seemed to him that the request 
might be compared to that of an attorney 
who had collected a debt for his client for 
5 per cent. commission, pocketed the col- 
lection, and then sued for 5 per cent. 
on that collection. Nothing so ‘*eheeky” 
could he recall, except the demand made 
by a boy who had been paid a quarter 
for a service, and who waked up the man 
who gave it tohim at midnight to say that he 
had received a ‘slick’? quarter and wanted 
5 cents more. For railroad and other cerpo- 
rations the States had received $137,000,000, and 
for educational purposes they had been grant- 
ed 75,000,000 acres of land, and yet they 
wanted more, 

Mr. McDill, speaking for Iowa as one of the 
States claiming the 5 per cent., advocated the 
bill, and maintained that the claim arose out 
of a solemn compact between the soldiers and 
the Government. Mr. Morrill, who opposed 
the bill, characterized it plainly as a log-roll- 
ing scheme, based on a quibble upon the lan- 
guage of the act incorporating the new 
States. If the bill was a private claim 
and was based upon the same grounds, he 
did not believe it would secure the favor of 
a respectable minority of the committee. He 
offered an amendment proposing that the 
Government should deduct from the amount 
to be paid, as provided in the bill, 5 per cent. 
of the value of all lands at $1 25 an acre 
granted to ths States for railroads, canals, and 
other purposes. The apparent result would 
be to make the States the debtor of 
the Government, and the proposition was 
received by Mr. Plumb with amazement. The 
Senate approved an amendment offered by 
Mr. Morgan proposing that the appropriation 
to meet the 5 per cent. payment should be 
made outright, instead of by certificates of in- 
debtedness, and then the Senate went into ex- 
ecutive session.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON, 
WASHINGTON, May 18, 1882. 

The Senate to-day disposed of the Milson,

the Treasury Department. The party occupied 
President Garrett’s private car, ‘hey returned 
this evening. 


“The Senate Committee on Post Offices and 
Post Roads to-day took up the contested nomai- 


nation of Daniel Lanning to be Postmaster at 
Penn Yan, N. Y. Senator Warner Miller, a 
member of the committee, presented in detail 
his objections to a favorable report. They 
were mainly to the effeet that the proposed re- 
moval of the incumbent would be a violation 
of true civil service principles, The commit- 
tee deferred action. 


The House Committee on Foreign Affairs 
will hold a secret session at 10 o’clock to-mor- 


row morning, for the purpose of determining 
what action, if any, they will take in connec- 
tion with Mr. Shipherd’s letter. They have 
arranged to examine ex-Assistant Secretary of 
State Hitt on Tuesday. Mr. Shipherd inti- 
mates that he has some interesting matter for 
the public, but will not give it to the press 
until after he has heard from the committee in 
reply to his letter. 


Aside from referring to-day’s nominations 
to appropriate committees, the Senate, in ex- 


ecutive session this afternoon, took no action 
on any case except to postpone for 
a week the contested Pennsylvania nomi- 
nation of Samuel L. Jackson as Collector 
of Internal Revenue for the Allegheny district. 
The postponement was ordered just before the 
adjournment, as a matter of courtesy to Sen- 
ator Mitchell, who had made arrangements to 
leave Washington to-night on a visit to Penn- 
sylvania. 

Mr. Sanders, of New-York, acting in behalf 
of certain American importers of Austrian 


goads, presented to the Committee of Ways 
and Means to-day a petition setting forth that 
by reason of an _ overvaluation of the 
Austrian florin, goods imported from 


Austria in the latter rt of 1878 were 
subjected to excessive duties, and praying 
that such excess of duties may be refunded. 
Mr. Sanders, in presenting the petition, read a 
letter from Baron de Shaeffer, the Austrian 
Minister, to the effect that the 10 per cent. 
excess of duties levied upon the goods in ques- 
tion was so great ‘‘as to constitute a practical 
infraction of the treaty stipulation which pro- 
vides for equality of duties.”

A BITTER CONTEST AT HAND. 

Wasuineton, May 18.—In accordance 
with the programme adopted by the majority 
in the House, the South Carolina contested 
election case of Mackey against O’Connor will 
be called up for disposal after the passage of 
the bill to enable national banks to 
extend their corporate existence. It 
may be that the Democrats, follow- 
ing the example set by them last Friday,

SHOT WHILE ROBBING A GRAVE. 
—_——__~-—_— 


THE FATAL WOUNDING OF DR, 
DALL AT SYRACUSE. 

Syracuse, N. Y., May 18.—At an early 
hour this morning Coroner Knapp was summoned 
to the County Poor-house, three miles south of 
Syracuse, by the report that Dr, Henry W. 
Kendall, of this city, had been shot while attempt- 
ing to roba grave in the cemetery attached to the 
County Poor-house. The Coroner found Dr. Ken- 
dall lying in the school-house of the building in 
an insensible condition. In the centre of his fore- 
head was a bullet-hole, from which blood was 
oozing. His entire left side was paralyzed, and his 
condition was such that it was impossible to 
obtain any information from him. Investigation 
revealed the fact that Dr. Kendall was found lying 
in a field adjoining the cemetery, about 7 o’clock 
this morning, by some laborers attached to the 
county-house. He was insensible when found 
and in his right haml was a pistol, one barrel of 
which had been recently discharged. In his belt 
was another pistol, one barrel of which had also 
been discharged. The soft ground around 
the spot where the body lay bore 
evidence of a severe struggle, and near by were the 
marks made by the wheels ofa wagon. By the 
side of the wounded man lay asachel, which con- 
tained a full set of toojs used in “‘resurrecting” 
bodies, and on the grass was a spade and a grap- 
pling-hook. 

Under the influence of stimulants Dr. Kendall 
aroused sufficiently to converse in a disjointed 
manner, but no indueement could prevail upen him 
to disclose the manner in whieh he received his in- 
jury. No traces of the wagon could be found, 
and the authorities thus far have been unable to 
ascertain tie direction taken by the driver of the 
vehicle in leaving the scene of the tragedy. 
The forehead of the wounded man was discol- 
ored by powder, showing that the pistol thht

‘tired the shot into his brain was close to his fore- 


head when the discharge took place. Dr. Ken- 
dall, who is 30 years of age. was formerly a student 
in the Syracuse Medical College. He was graduated 
last June from the Brooklyn Medical College, and 
opened an office in West Genese-street, in this 
city. About five months ago he was married toa 
young lady in this city. For several years 
Kendall — the Medical College in this 
city with bodies and was understood to be insane 
on the subject. He was addicted to the use 
of morphine, and his friends hold to the 
theory that, becoming excited last night 
while robbing a grave, and believing he 
would be caught. he committed suicide. 
Tbe general belief is, however, that be 
was shot by some person intentionally, 
who discovered his purpose. The cemetery 
at the County House was’ robbed of 
five bodies last Fall, and the people in the 
vicinity are reported to have declared that they 
would kill the first medica! student caught rob- 
bing a grave in thetown. The footprints in the 
grass and the marks of the wagon-wheels show 
that there were other persons besides Kendall con- 
nected with the grave robbery. Kendall was alive 
to-night, but physicians state that he cannot live 


until morning.

UNFORTUNATE FAMILY TROUBLES.

SAMUEL H. FOSTER, OF MERIDEN, SUED FOR 
DIVORCE—ARRESTED FOR ASSAULTING 
HIS SISTER. 

MERIDEN, Conn., May 18.—This afternoon 
Samuel H. Foster, of the prominent hardware 
manufacturing concern of Foster & Co., 
of this city, assaulted his sister, Mrs. 
Philip Rand, who refused him admittance 
to her house, and was soon afterward 
arrested. As the persons concerned are well 
known and connected with some of the best fami- 
lies in the State, the event caused a great sensa- 
tion. Mr. Foster, it is estimated, is worth 
upward of $100,000. He is well known in 
business circles throughout the State. He 
has also mingled more or less in _ local 
and State politics. Heisa married man and the 


father of a family. He has been too intimate, his 
wife alleges, with Miss Hattie Symonds, a pretty 
school teacher in the principal public 
school of the city, who has always borne a 
good reputation, and over two months ago he was 
discovered by his wife and other witnesses with 
this woman under improper circumstances, Pro- 
ceedings for a divorce were immediately 
begun by ex-Senator George A. Fay, 
counsel for Mrs. Foster, and the writ 
has been returned to the Superior Court for New- 
Haven County. The petitioner demands an abso- 
lute divorce on the ground of adultery with Miss 
Symonds, the absolute custody of her two 
children, and $40,000 alimony. Soon after the 
falling out between Mr. and Mrs. Foster, the 
latter, who is the daughter of the Hon. Augustus 
Stanley, a wealthy and prominent manufacturer 
of New-Britain, returned to her father’s house, 
leaving her children with Mr. Foster, Since the 
separation Mr. Foster has endeavored to bring about 
an understanding and settlement of the trouble, 
and has evinced much sorrow and contrition. He 
has protested his love for his wife and seemed to 
desire a reunion, but for some cause the breach 
has not been healed and the petition for a divorce 
was not withdrawn. A 
Mrs. Foster came to this city from New-Britain 
this afternoon to see her children, who were stay- 
ing with Mrs. Rand, a sister of her husband and 
wife of a member of the old and well-known firm 
of Ives, Upham & Rand, dry goods dealers. 
Mr: Foster, hearing that she was in town, deter- 
mined to see her, and went to his sister’s residence. 
He was refused admittance, became furi- 
ous, and battered down two doors with 
an axe, finally effecting an entrance, when 
he was confronted by Mrs. Rand. He 
struck herasavage blow with his fist, and was 
soon after arrested by Deputy Shenff irdsey, on 
two warrants issued by Assistant City Attorney 
Shaw. He gave bonds for his appearance in the 
Police Court next Monday morning, and also fur- 
nished bonds in $1.000 to keep the peace, his counsel, 
Judge Merriman, becoming his surety. The strange 
action of Mr. Foster cannot be accounted for, and 
if there was any chance te arrange the unfortunate 
matter between himselt and wife there is certainly 
none at present. The affair is the topic of conver- 
sation in all circles to-night. Mr. Fay will probably 
assist the State inthe prosecution in the interest 
of Mrs. Rand.

REPRESSION IN IRELAND 


THE LAND LEAGUERS OPPOSING 
THE NEW COERCION BILL, 

A DEBATE IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS ON 
THE SECOND READING OF THE MEASURE 
—S8TATEMENTS BY MESSRS. GLADSTONE 
AND TREVELYAN—THE DUBLIN ASSAS- 
SINS STILL AT LIBERTY. 

Lonpon, May 18.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon, on a motion for the sec- 
ond reading of the Repression bill. the Speaker 
announced that the only paragraph in Mr. 
O’Donnell’s amendment in order was that de- 
claring the bill a fatal obstacle to good gov- 
ernnient and tranquillity. Mr. O’Donnell de- 
nounced the bill. 

Mr. Gladstone, replying te Sir Stafford 
Northcote, said he hoped the second reading 
of the Repression bill would be concluded to- 
night. If not, the debate would bs continued 
during the morning sitting of Friday. He 
would take Committee of Supply on Tuesday. 
He wished to continue it from day to day. 
He would take the second reading of the 
Arrears billon Monday. He would aiso have 
to ask for provisional supply on account for a 


‘month. He would, therefore, ask the House 


to sit the whole of next week, including, if 
necessary, Saturday. 

Mr. Colthurst, Liberal, member for County 
Cork, supported the bill. He condemned the 
**cowards who issued the no rent manifesto 
and did not protest.against murders committed 
in support of it.” 

Mr. Gladstone, replying to a questien, stated 
that the warrant out against Mr. Sheridan had 
not been canceled. 

Mr. Trevelyan called attention to the failure 
of justice in Ireland. He declared that the 
new bill would facilitate the summoning of 
witnesses. The Government, he said, would 
be slow to use their power with regard to pub- 
lic meetings, and where meetings were held 
they would regard less the’ utterances of the 
speakers than the evident intention of what 
was enunciated. He defended the provisions 
of the bill against the publication of seditious 
articles by referring to the character of the 
Irish World and the United frishman. He 
said the Government had reason to think that 
in their efforts to suppress outrage they would 
have the assistance of those who had become 
tired of the terrorism to which they had been 
so loug subjected. - 

Mr. Dillon maintained that the failures to 
convict were not the result of intimidation, 
but of popular sympathy. The bill, he de- 
clared, would have no other effect than to pro- 
voke secret organization. When the measure 
expired the League would rise again, and Par- 
liament would have to dothe work over again, 
The debate was adjourned until to-morrow. 

At a private meeting in Dublin, all the Irish 
Judges except the Lord Chancellor unani- 
mously resolved to send a strong remonstrance 
to the Government against the proposed aboli- 
tion of trial by jury. 

A meeting of the Irish Parliamentary party 
to-day unanimously condemned the Repression 
bill as unworthy of the Irish people and 
fraught with the direst consequences to them. 
it was decided to ask Mr. Gladstone why the 
Arrears bill was not printed, and whether he 
will expedite it. 

The fear of being arrested in connection with 
the murders of Lord Frederick Cavendish and 
Mr. Burke is nowso general in Lreland that 
peasantry traveling outside of their own dis- 
trict apply to the Police for passports. Many 
emigrants leaving the south ot Ireland for 
America resort to the same course. 

CANTERBURY, May 18.—The Upper House of 
Convocation has agreed upon a form of prayer 
for use during the present troubles in Ireland.

The resolu- 
tion adopted declares that the duty imposed 
on Judges by the bill would seriously impair 
public confidence in the judicial office.’ 

Boston, May 18.—A dispatch to the Herald 
from London says: ‘* The discussion on the new 
coereion bill was not very belligerent to-night. 
The fact seems to be that the Government 
is not quite decided as to the extent of 
the measure, and the [rish members wish 
to avoid too violent measures of oppo- 
sition until they find how extensive con- 
cessions the Cabinet is willing to make. 
An emissary of Mr. Gladstone told a Land 
League member to-night that the Govern- 
ment was willing to make the bill effec- 
tive for two years instead of three, and 
to take the powers out of the hands 
of stipendiary magistrates like Clifford and 
Lloyd, and to push the Arrears bill through 
immediately. It is understood that this 
overture has been accepted by the Parnell 
party to a large’ extent, at least 
until the Arrears bill is disposed of. They 
regard the latter measure as a bribe to them 
to let the act for the prevention of crime 
pass. They held a meeting this afternoon 
and adopted resolutions regarding a pro- 
gramme relating to the new bill. These are 
very dimly worded, and everything thus far 
done indicates a noncommittal desire,

REVOLUTIONARY AGENTS AT WORK. 


NUMEROUS EVICTIONS MAKING THE IRISH 
DESPERATE — PARNELL’S COURSE UN- 
POPULAR, 


Boston, May 18.—A cable dispatch from 
Dublin to the Herald says: ‘* Evictions of ten- 
ants for non-payment of rent have been re- 
sumed in many parts of Ireland. The sadness 
and astonishment following the assassinations 
of the Irish Secretaries had the effect of stop- 
ping for a time the work of agitation. Taking 
advantage of the situation, the process-servers 
again prepared to oust tenants in arrears, In 
County Galway alone 300 tenant farmers have 
been evicted inside of a week, and the work 
still goes on. While the national organizations 


are yet in dread of making any overt opposi- 
tion, the measures of repression proposed in 
Parliament are creating a revulsion of feeling 
throughout the country. There was a de- 
sire and hope that the murderers might be 
brought to justice, but now the growing feeling 
is that Parliament is determined to believe, no 
matter what happens, that there are no good 
traits nor tender feelings in Irishmen, and 
means to push oppression and coercion to ex- 
tremities. The resuJt is that the fire of revolu- 
tionary sentiment, which had been permitted 
to smolder, has been raked up by the action 
of the Commons, and tbe Repression bill, re- 
cently thrust upon the people, hag rekindled 
the fire. Already murmurs of discontent 
and dissatisfaction are heard at the 
course pursued by Mr. Parnell. The disclos- 
ures made voluntarily by the Irish leader, 
and those forced by Mr. Forster, have had a 
very bad effect, and a “truce will not be toler- 
ated by the mass of people engaged in agita- 
tion. The feeling gains ground that Mr. Par- 
nell’s opportunity to distinguish himself is 
slowly slipping away. The people are not in 
favor of any compromise with the Govern- 
ment, which means complete pacification. 
The revolutionary organization, which is a 
yery large body both in Ireland and England, 
wants all it can get from Ireland. Every 
favorable measure proposed and adopted is ac- 
ceptable, but ‘more’ is thecry, and ‘more’ 
will be demanded until home rule is granted, 
and then many will insist on complete sep- 
aration from England—in fact, Irish in- 
dependence and a Republican form of 
Government, Mr. Parnell is not a 
raember of the Irish revolutionary organiza- 
tion. It was not, and is not, politic that he 
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should be; but the opinion of the Nationalists 
is that if he would continue to be the Irish 
leader he must push forward without looking 
back, and without compromise or ment 
that contemplates a cessation of the National- 
ist movement. The disclosures already made 
concerning what, to some minds, appears 
flirtation with Mr. Gladstone are disliked and 
excite distrust.”

Q.—Have you any record of your sales of it?

The first entry 
of any sale of poison in this book is dated July,’ 
1880; the last is May 16, 1882. 

Q.— Did you know Walter Malley? A.—I did. Ha 
— been in my store and has made purchases 
there. 

Q.—What purchases? A—He has bought acids 
such as are used in chemical experiments. 

To Mr. Case the witness said: “The entry which 
Ihave read is the original entry. I made it my: 
self, which indicates that — made the sale. [I sel 
dom talked with Walter Maliey, except on matters 
of business.” 

Q.—Who were the clerks in your store in 1880! 
A.—J. W. Sears and P. W. Webster. 

Q.—Do you undertake to say that it was Waltez 
ad who bought this arsenicof you? A.—No, 

ir. 

Q.—Were any parties named Malley in the habit 
of sending around to yout store for articles which 
were charged? A.—yYes, Sir. Walter and Edward! 
Malley at times bought articles which they got 
charged. Whether they were in the habit of doing 
so at the time of this purchase I can’t say. I have 
not looked on my books to see whether there are 
any other memoranda of sales to members of the 
Malley family. 

Mr. Case—I wish, Mr. Spaulding, that as soon as 
you are at liberty, you would examine your books 
and find out about this. A.—I think it was after 
this arsenic sale that Walter Malley first had an ac- 
count with me. I had two accounts, I think, one 
with Walter Malley and one with Edward Malley. 

Mr. Case asked the witness to read the list of 
sales of poison recorded on the same page with the 
W. Malley one. The apothecary declined to read 
off the names in open court, and Judge Granger 
ruled it was a private matter. Mr. Case explained 
that the object was to show that there were many 
records of sales of arsenic to kill rats and mice, 
“To show the’ jury that it was a common thing,” 
added Mr. Jones. It was agreed that the witness 
should read, omitting the names. The record of 30 
sales of poisons, from July 7 to Dec, 17. 1880, 
were read. All were of arsenic, excepting one 
of corrosive sublimate, three of strychnine, and 
two of prussie acid. “Ikeptthe book,” the wit- 
ness continued. ‘* because I was brought up ina 
State where the law required it. The law here did 
not require it in 1880, but it does now. 1 think the 
acids bought by Walter Malley were nitric acid and 
muriatic acid. I donot remember seiling him any 
other acids, nor the time when I sold those. I re- 
member that Walter once called for pepsin for his 
father. These acids can be used for other purposes 
than chemical experiments. I don’t think they are 
used for cleaning harnesses, but I believe that 
plumbers use them to make their solder stick. 
Acids are used for making soda-water, and, witn 
salts, are used to make salts of potash.” 


To Mr. Doolittle the witness said: ‘“‘Thereis no 
entry on this page of my record-book of any sale 
of four ounces of arsenic except to Walter Malley.” 

To Mr. Case—Itiwas quite common for a messen- 
ger to come from Walter Malley. 

Q.—If a messenger came in and wanted fouz 
ounces of arsenic for Walter Malley, what emtry 
would you make? A—lIshould enterthe name of 
the messenger and then write beside it “for Wal- 
ter Malley.” 

William A. Harris, the Superintendent of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company in this city, 
testified that James Malley sent a dispatch to Wal- 
ter Malley at Stamford last August. In it he gave 
notice to Waiter to return home, as everything 
was “O. K.” The dispatch was reseived at the 
office at 5 or 5:25 0’clock, Aug. 4. 

George R. Kelsey, the foreman of the West Ha- 
ven jury of inquest, testified as follows: ‘“Iheard 
the testimony given by James and Walter Malley 
and Blanche Douglass at the inquest. They were 
all cautioned that they need not say anything to 
criminate themselves. When Blanche was sworn, 
Justice Metcalf, the acting Coroner, cautioned 
her, at the request of] Judge Blydenburgh.” ; 

Q.—Did Walter: testify about his acquaintance 
with Blanche? A.—Yes, Sir, He said that about 
four weeks before this he was introduced to-her by 
John Duff at the New-Haven boat. 

Q.—Did he sey anything about what his supposi- 
tion was in regard to ner? A.—He said that he re- 
garded her as a highly respectable young lady. He 
said that Mr. Duff requesied him to get a good, 
guiet place for her. Walter also said that the 
girl’s brother supported her. 

Q.—What did he say about his acquaintance with 
Jennie Cramer? A.—He said he had been out 
riding with her, and had driven with her to several 
places on the shore. Blanche and Jdmes went 
with them. 7 ' 

Q.—Did he say how they were divided up? A.— 
He said he took Blanche and James took Jennie, 
On the Wednesday night previous to Jennie 
Cramer’s death she was at his father’s house. 

Q.—What did he say about being at the Elliott 
House that evening? A.—That he either went or 
sent to the hotel for Blanche to visit at his house. 
He said that Jennie, James, and Blanche called a 
little after 8 o’clock. He was waiting for them. 
They sang and played the piano. Part of the even- 
ing they were in the parlor and had refresements, 
fruit, and cake. ‘ 

Mr. Jones—Now, if you will, tell us the object of 
all this Mr. Doolittle. 

Mr. Doolittle—You will know when I’ve proved 
my case. 

Mr. Jones—I suppose so, but there is no use going 
over all this if we are ready to admitit. We only 
desire to hasten matters. 

Mr. Kelsey continued: Walter said Blanche com- 
plained of being sick and he gave her some brandy. 
Jennie was anxious to zo home, but they urged her 
to stay and she did so.

Walter and James 
got upthe next morning, and in going past the 
girls’ room on the way to breakfast rapped at the 
door.

A.—He said he was told by Blanche 
that she saw her on a West Haven horse car, cor- 
ner of Church and Chapel! streets, about noon that 
Thursday, and that was the last he heard of her. 

Q.—What did he say about the visit to New- 
York ? A.—Hesaid that Thursday noon Mrs, Cramer 
called at the store and asked about the where- 
abouts of Jennie. He then went to the Elliott 
House to see if Blanche wasthere. She was not. 
Her baggage was, though. from the hotel he 
went to the depot and there inquired of 
Policeman Kennedy if he d seen two 
young ladies answering the description of Jennie 
and Blanche get on a train for New-York that af- 
ternoon. Mr. Kennedy thought he had. Walter 
took the train for New-York, first arranging with 
James to go to the dress-maker’s and look for 
Blanche there and to telegraph to him what he 
found.

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BISHOP TWIGG REPORTED DEPOSED,

Bishop Twigg next went to Rome on a 
summons to appear before the Pepe. News was 
received that the cause had been decided in 
tavor of Father Hickey, who received an 
pvation on his return, as the Bishop was not 
popular. The fact that he has been deposed is 
vouched for by persons high in authority 
here, although subsidiary to the Bishop. In 
an interview to-night Bishop Twigg denied 
that there was any truth in the statement, saying

A REPORT ON LAPSED RAILROAD 
LAND GRANTS. 

THE CASE OF A MICHIGAN ROAD—THE JU- 
DICIARY QGOMMITTEE DECIDES THAT IT 
HAS NO RIGHTS IN THE PREMISES, BUT 
RECOMMENDS NON-FORFEITURE. 

WASHINGTON, May 18.—My. Taylor, of Ohio, 
from the House Committee on the Judiciary, has 
submitted’ a report on the Ontonagon and Brule 

River Railroad land grant in the State of Michigan. 

The legal questions which it presents are regarded 

as similar to those involved in the cases of many of 

the roads embraced in the Cobb bill. In the case 
of the Ontonagon and Brule River Road, the facts 
reported are substantially as follows: The grant 
was made to the State of Michigan by Congress in 


1856 for the purpose of building two railroads—one 
from Marquette, and the other from Ontonagon, to 
the State line of Wisconsin. Under the grant the 
State was authorized to sell 120 sections 
upon the completion of each 20 miles of road. The 
granting act also provided that if the roads were 
not eompleted within 10 years no more lands 
should be sold, and that all unsold lands should re- 
vert to the United States. Nothing was done dur- 
ing the 10 years toward building these roads, and 
after the expiration of that time the Government 
paeee the lands ineluded in the grant in the mar- 
<et and afterward sold some of them to individ- 
uals. In 1880, the Ontonagon and Brule River [ail- 
road Company was organized and in 1881 began 
the construction of one of the two roads re- 
ferred to. In February, 1882, 20 miles of 
road on the northern end of the grant 
had been completed and the company se- 
lected 120 sections of Jand on the southern end 
of the route, all of which had been previousiy pur- 
chased or pre-empted by private individuals. Before 
the organization of the Ontonagon and Brule River 
Company, bills had been introduced in Congress to 
confirm titles to lands purchased by these private 
individuals. The question involved in this case, as 
presented to the committe, was whether, after the 
expiration of the time fixed by the granting ‘ct, 
(10 years,) the railroad company could construct 
the road and obtain a clear title to the lands which 
the act originally covered. The Judiciary Com- 
mittee in their report hold that the Govern- 
ment has the right to declare unearned lands 
forfeited in this and all similar cases at any time 
after the expiration of the limit fixed for the com- 
pietion of the road in the granting act, and if the 
road continues the work of construction after the 
expiration of the time fixed for its completion by 
the granting act, it does so at the risk of subsequent 
forfeiture. The committee recommend, however, 
that where the work of construction has been pros- 
ecuted in good faith, and where no superior inter- 
vening equities exist, forfeiture be not declared, 
especially if the road when completed will be of 
great public value and utility. 

Reports have also been prepared by the Judiciary 
Committee upon several Southern railroad compa- 
nies, which are mentioned in the Cobb bill, and 
which, aceording to the report of the Secretary of 
the Interlor, have as yet made no effort to comply 
with the terms of the acts under which they se- 
eured landgrants. These reports will be sub- 
mitted to the House in a few days. 

The sub-committee charged with the examination 
of the Pacific Railroad land grants have been re- 
quested by the full committee to hasten the 
preparation of their report.

DISASTROUS CYCLONE IN ARKANSES. 
Litrte Rock, Ark., May 18.—Although oc- 


curring last week the news of a cyclone in 
Sevier County. the extreme south-western cor- 
ner of the State, bordering on Texas and 
the Indian Nation, and .60 miles from a 
telegraph station, did not arrive here until to-day.

MORE TROUBLE FEARED AT FALL RIVER— 

STRIKES OF IRON-WORKERS AND TANNERS. 

Fat. Rrver, Mass., May 18.—The opera- 
tives in cotton factories here are dissatisfied, and 
are making overtures which may result in a large 
strike, Besides other grievances, which have been 
repeatedly stated, they present another—tho sys- 
tem of monthly pav, which they claim is no bene- 
fit to them. In a communication published in the 
Fall River Daily Herald this evening, several mills 
are mentioned where this system exists, and the 
help are cautioned to be on the alert and effect 


stoppages of the factories during Summer months. 
The article closes by saying: ** The philanthropic 
motive of these corporations which  pre- 
tend to know what is better for help 
than the help themselves should meet 
with condign punishment in hot weather.” 
The publication of this article confirms a réport 
current a short time ago that a huge strike would 
be instituted this Summer. The eight mills men- 
tioned in the article are the Shore, Osborne, Slade, 
Linen, Wampanoag, Wectamoe, Stafford, and Bar- 
nard, and are among the largest here, employing 
over 2,000 operatives. 

A number of lathers employed on contract work 
have struck work tor an increase of 244 cents per 
bundle, The contractors refuse to accede. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 18.—A new and de- 
cided turn has been taken in the labor diffieulty at 
the Cleveland rolling mills, and if quite authentic 
rumors become official it will be bad news for the 
5,000 or 6,000 who are out of work because of the 
strike. The story is that the Cleveland Rolling 
Mill Company has decided to keep all of their es- 
tablishments closed until September. Their orders 
on hand at the time of the strike were compara- 
tively few and unimportant, and a number of them 
were rescinded on notification. Such contracts as 
were important are said to have been now trans 
ferred to places where there is no trouble, leaving 
the Cleveland company unfettered. If the offi- 
cers of the company have decided on this course, 
there will be three sore and hard months ahead 
for the Newburg suburb. In corroboration of the 
story is the fact that C. F. Emery, who bas the 
contract forall the mill teaming, is now selling off 
his horses by the score. ‘The leaders among the 
strikers say that the whole story is a scheme 
ot the rolling mill company to scare them back to 
work, but that it will not operate. The closing up, 


however, would be in exact accord with the well- ! 
known tactics of thiscompany and would, there- ! 


fore, cause no surprise. if has always managed its 
own affairs, and would sacrifice no little money be- 
fore abandoning that management to the amal- 
gamated association.

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A CANADIAN STEAMER BURNED.

DESTRUCTION OF A STEAMER GOING TO THE 


RELIEF OF THE PERUVIAN — THREE 
LIVES LOST, 


RIVIERE DU Loup, Quebec, May 18,—The 
steamer Progress was burned last night opposite 
Green Island. The vessel left Quebec Wednesday 
merning with provisions and coal for the relief of 
the Allan Line mail steamer Peruvian, which was re- 
ported to be in the ice in the vicinity of Newfound- 
land, with ascrew gone and requiring assistance. 


Allappears to have gone well with the Progress 
until about 8 o’clock last night. When the vessel 
was 10 miles below here fire was discovered, it is 
stated, in the lamp-house. The steam-tug Res- 
olute happened to bein the vicinity of the burn- 
ing vessel about the time the fire broke out. 
The fire spread with great rapidity, as some of the 
crew of the Progress, who were picked up intwo 
boats by the Resolute, were without shoes or 
stockings, and others without any head-coverings, 
while some one in one of the boats were very badly 
singed. Three of the crew were burned to death. 
The Captain and crew of the steamer were landed 
here early this morning. The Resolute again re- 
turned to the burning steamer, and towed her to 
the wharf here, where she grounded. On the ris 
ing of the tide at noon the Resolute took the still 
burning yessel in tow again, and safely moored her 
to the south-west side of the wharf, where she will 
probably remain until she burns out. The vessel 
may be considered a total loss, except her engines, 
which will probably be saved. The Progress was 
the finest boat of her kind in the Domin- 
ion, and rendered much valuable service to 
the shipping trade below Quebec during the close 
of navigation. A new boiler was put in her last 
Fall, and she received other necessary repairs. She 
was built in Quebec about six years ago, and was 
valued at $80,000 and insured for $50,000. It could 
not be ascertained whether or not the provisions 
and ceals which she wascarrying to the assistance 
of the. ice-bound Peruylan were insured or not, 
but their value is said to be $20,000, making a total 
loss of about $100,000.

THE MYSTERIOUS TURNER. 
AN UNSUCCESSFUL ATTEMPT TO STARTLE 
THE POLICE OF THIS CITy. 


The deepest mystery yesterday enveloped 
the whereabouts of Michael Turner, the jolly Irish- 
man who came from Queenstown to this port on 
the last trip of the steamer Wisconsin, of the Guion 
Line, and who is suspected of being one of the Dub- 
lin assassins. He appeared on the steamer on Sun- 
day morning, May 7, and at once excited the 
curiosity of the passengers through being unpro- 
vided with any baggage. not having even a valise 
or a change of clothing. He had no money, al- 
though his passage ticket was for the cabin, and 
he had paid £10 10s. for itin Dublin on Saturday, 
the 6th inst. When the news of the assassination 
became known among the passengers, they regard- 
ed him with particular suspicion, and when he was 
drawn into discussion of the subject, he showed 
himself to be a pronounced Nationalist. When one 
or two of the passengers twitted him upon the pos- 
sibility of being taken for one of the assassins, he 
vehemently retorted: “Had I been given the 
chance I would have been glad to be one 
of the party.” He immediately repented of his 
hasty speech, and during the remainder of the 
voyage, he carefully kept his thoughts on the sub- 
jeetto himself. As the day of arrival at New-York 
drew near he betrayed evident nervousness on the 
subject of his peculiar and unenviable position, 
and when a passenger made the remark that there 
were “several detectives on the pier’? he changed 
color and withdrew to his state-room. 

The most suspicious, and the most zealous, of the 
passengers was a gentleman with the appropriate 
name of T. Kettle, who, immediately upon the 
gang-plank being plasee in position on Wednes- 
day, hastened from the steamer and was 
driven in a cab to Police Head-quarters. He 
informed the proper authorities of his suspicion 
that Turner was one of the Phenix Park assas- 
sins. During the absence of Mr. Kettle, 
Turner left the vessel. It was reported yes- 
terday that Pinkerton’s men were engaged in 


‘searching for the mysterious passenger, and that 


yesterday morning he returned to the vessel and 
was at once arrested. This report could not be 
confirmed yesterday. Mr. Pinkerton yesterday de- 
nied that Turner had been arrested, and constant 
inquiries during the day at the office of Consul- 
General Archibald failed to reyeal the truth in the 
matter. Atthe United States Marshal’s office the 
statement was made that the Federal authorities 
had made no arrest. 

In relation to the reported arrest of Turner, Su- 
perintendent Walling said yesterday that he had 
nothing to do with it. The information about 
Turner eame to himin sueh a shape that he be- 
lieved it valueless, and he took no action, as the 
British Consul had not requested his services, and 
he simply referred his informant, who elaimed to 
be an ex-officer of the Metropolitan Poliee of Lon- 
don, to the British Consulate. He had heard 
nothing further about the man. Inspector 
Byrnes said that when he learned that 
suspicions were directed toward Turner he had 
him sought for, and within two hours had 
him placed. The man made noattempt to conceal 
himself, and he was shadowed all night by the 
detectives, and could have been arrested at any 
time. There was nothing about the man or his 
movements to justify his arrest, and he was there- 
fore not arrested by any member of the Police 
force. The arrest of Turner was 2 piece of folly 
which he (Inspector Byrnes) would not counte- 
nance. 

A Tres reporter called at the residence of Con- 
sul-General Archibald, No. 11 East Thirty-fifth- 
street, last evening at about 10:30 o’cloek, and 
learned that Mr. Archibald had retired for the 
nizht. The reporter thereupon sent the following 
note to the Consul by the servant: 

“Will Mr. Archibald please state whether or not 
Michael Turner has been arrested, and, if so, was it 
by Mr. Archibald’s orders? Or,is Mr. Turner under 
surveillance by Mr. Archibald’s order, and, ifso, where 
is Turner ?” 


To the foregoing the servant brought the follew- 
ing answer, written on a half-sheet of note-paper: 

“Mr. Archibald ts unable to furnish the desired In- 
formation, and,inthe interest of the administration 
of justice, considers it premature to make any com- 
munication.” 

The Captain of the Wiseonsin said last evening 
that he did not know of the whereabouts of Tur- 
ner, nor did he know whether he had been arrested. 
In fact, he had not seen Turner since he left the 
vessel with the other passengers, and when Turner 
returned to the steamer the Captain had 
already gone ashore. When asked whether 
there was anything suspicious in the con- 
duct of this passenger to induce the 
other passengers to direct the attention of the Po- 
lice to him the Captain said that if there was any- 
thing suspicious about Turner it was the fact of h 
having taken passage on Sunday without any lug 
gage, and perhaps also the expression of very radi- 
cal opinions. He had heard that Turner had mado 
use of violent expressions on the Irish question to 
some of the passengers, but he could not tell 
what theexpressions were. He did not remember 
whether he had heard that Turner had said that he 
would like to nave had the chance to be one of the 
assassins or whether he had read it in the newspa- 
pers. In his estimation, Turner seemed to be a 
drover or some such person, wholly out of place in 
the saloon of asteamer. The Captain hadjheard that 
there were detectives on thejdock’when the steamer 
came in, but he had had any conversation with 
any detective, nor b 1e communieated with the 
British Consul about Turner, He thought that the 
detectives and Police were making an unnecessary 
fuss over tter.

Of the misconceptions which are prevalent about 
this award there are these: 1. That the Govern- 
ment of the United States was, of its own volition, 
nnd gratuitously, for the benefit of citizens indefi- 
nitely, the originator of the proceeding against the 
British Government and the producer of the award. 
2 That nothing had transpired between the 
United States Government and any of its citizens be- 
fore the close of the war to establish any relation be- 
tween them, by whieh the Government became an 
interponent with the foreign Government on the 
particular citizen's behalf. 3. That the United States 
Government has power, under the Constitution, in 
the carrying out of a treaty to its end, toignore, if 
it see fit so to do, subsisting obligations, in law and 
morality, toward its own citizens; and, in as far 
BS may seem to it to be expedient, to override 
these obligations. 

Some one or other of these misconceptions is 
In the mind of almost every person who, at 
this time, assumes to know or say anything 
on the subject of the award. The truth 

gainst these misconeeptions, in as far, 
at least, as regards the claims of the Colum- 
bian Insurance Company being 1. That the first 
really definite and decided act of the Government 
in the matter, namely, its promise to interpose 
ynade in or about the month of March, 1863, was 
directly consequent upon a representation previ- 
ously made to it by this underwriter, asking for 
guidance as tothe prospective value of its war sal- 
vage in covering risks under the flag, at that time 
utterly unprotected in every sea, except on our 
own immediate coast. 2. That not only was tne 
business of this company guided by the promise 
derived from the Government, but the Government 
was thereafter kept advised, from time to time, of 
all concerned losses that occurred, and, in fact, by 
Dec. 31, 1863, or within about 10 months 
after the understanding had become effec- 
tive, the prospective indemnity had grown 
to the very considerable sum of $302,686 45; all 
charged on the books as ‘‘against British Govern- 
ment, claims to be filed at Washington, by request 
of Secretary of State.’ The quoted words are 
from the company’s journal entry of that date. 
B. These claims were not simply subrogated to 
insurers by the fact of payment of the total losses, 
but they were, as to the majerity of them, if not 
all, formally assigned by instrument to the com-

ad ‘anquestionably become the inalienable owner 
of them, under the common law, for whatever 
they might eventually prove to be worth. 
4. The Administration of Gen, Grant was 
tgnorant on the subject of the pre-history of the Ala- 
bama claims, antecedently to the close of the war. 
But the act of the agent of the United States at 
Geneva in obtaining the award in a gross sum, and 
as for the United States in its sovereign capacity, 
although done under instructions from the Seere- 
tary of State, can have no yirtue to deprive citi- 
zens of any property of theirs previously acquired 
and held under the laws of the land. These in- 
structions conveyed simply a measure for the dis- 
patch of business and for convenience sake, and 
very certainly were not construed by the tribunal 
AS & conveyance of property or of right from tne cit- 
izen to the Government. if any such transfer was 
Intended it was an error of intent onthe part of 
the Government in its ignorance of the perfect 
character of the citizen's title. In as faras the 
treaty of Washington has any bearing upon these 
partieular claims, it was made, most certainly, for 
the purpose of obtaining to these citizens their 
rights from the foreign Government, and most cer- 
tainly not for the purpose of depriving these citi- 
zens of a property which, under the laws of their 
State, they had. z 

Now, to summarize very briefly the facts which 
must be put together in order to get a right under- 
standing of this particular underwriter’s status in 
relation to the award, and to judge justly of his 
claim, they are these: 1.

In 1882 the underwriter’s claim still re- 
mains not only unsatisfied, unadjusted, unassessed,

I feel that I have trespassed greatly upon you, 
Sir; but I think you will recognize that something 
has been shown that has not been very generally 
understood in relation to the award; although these 
facts, in the main, have been for several years be- 
fora both the executive and legislative branches 
of the Government in Washington; but never re- 
ceiving any such attention as a jury would be 
bound togive them, or any such resvect from Con- 
gress as a proper court will, doubtless, at some 
time accord them.

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LARGE MORTALITY AMONG CHILDREN. 

At the request of Mr. Elbridge T. Gerry, 
President of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, Assistant Sanitary Superin- 
tendent Janes yesterday made an examination of 
the institution known asthe Old Gentlemen's Un- 
sectarian Home and Asylum and Sanitarium for 
Children, at Hundred and Sixty-fifth-street 
and Mott-avenue, of which William H. Ramscar is 
Secretary and Superintendent. Dr. Janes made 
thorough inspection of the house, and found the 
inmates to consist of half a dozen old men and 
between 40 and 50 children. The children are of 
both sexes, and their ages range from a week to 13 
and 14 years. The majority are between the ages of 
2Zand5years. Forthe support of these children 
their parents pay from 50 cents to $1 50 a week. 
The infants are bottle-fed. The Doctor said yester- 
day afternoon that he found a general lack of neat- 
ness and discipline among the attendants, anda 
want of system in conducting the establishment. 
A bad smeil pervaded the house. The bedding, al- 
though not clean, could not be characterized as 
dirty, and the milk, oat-meal, and potatoes found 
in the store-room were of fair quality. The alr 
space inthe house was suflicient, but a closet was 
ordered to be closed and removed, as the sewer gas 
from it pervaded the premises. The mortality bas 
been startling. From Jan. 1 to April 22 15 persons 
have died in the house, most of them being cbil- 
dren brought up on the bottle.

Although a vote was not reached on the 
’Crapo bank charter bill yesterday, very 
fair progress was made. with it, and its 


passage this morning appears to be se- 
cured. There were several amendments 
adopted, none of them going to the 
substance ‘of the bill.-: The most impor- 
tant was that giving jurisdiction to the 
States courts in suits brought by or against 
national banks. . This may work some in- 
convenience in. some States, but it was 
adopted without a division, and will un- 
doubtedly improve the bill in its general ef- 
fect. In the midst of the discussion the House 
stopped to enjoy a parliamentary scrimmage 
between the Greenbackers and several of 
the Democrats, notably Mr. Buanp, of Mis- 
souri, who was not a little vexed at the re- 
fusal of the Greenbackers to join in a guer- 
rilla attack on the bill. ; Another incident 
which was ridiculous, if not amusing, wasan 
oration from Mr. Robertson, of Louisiana, 
who thought it germane to the subject to 
discuss the ‘‘ broken banks of the Missis- 
sippi River.’’. The amendment requiring 90 
days’ notice of intention to withdraw bonds 
will come up this morning, and our dis- 
patches predict its adoption, together with 
the passage of the bill by the House. 


Senator Bayakp, whois fondly esteemed 
by his friends as the purest and best of men, 
is responsible for what may be termed a gen- 
eral raid on the Treasury, arranged for to- 
day. He could not wait for his share of 
the public buildings grab, as he is about to 
take a brief vacation, so he asked that his 
little bill (for a building in New Castle, Del.,) 
should be taken up and passed out of hand, 
as it were. This inflamed the appetites of 
all of the other Senators who have build- 
ing jobs on. hand, and nearly the 
whole Senate ‘rose to its feet clamoring 
for immediate recognition. Hitherto the 


Senate has maintained a dignified reticence 
toncerning the individual schemes of its 
members, but the success of the immaculate 
BAYARD has so emboldened the Senators 


that they have agreed to “‘start fair” in the 
race to-day, each man producing his little 
bill and giving every other man an equal 
chance with his particular job. The divert- 
ing spectacle to be regarded is that of the 
Senate sinking politics and statesmanship for 
the nonce and complaisantly agreed on raid- 
ing the Treasury with equal and exact Im- 
partiality.

Senator Manone has written a manly and 
fensible letter on the Tebbs case. He points 
out that the simple proposition of the resto- 
ration of the civil rights of the former page 
boy was made the occasion for a bill con- 
taining various absurd amendments de- 
signed to repeal a practically dead statute. 
Mr. Manone believes that the Confederate 
soldier is prepared to bear every conse- 
quence of Lxr’s surrender, but that he is 
not prepared to become “‘ a party to profit- 
less discussion of irritating questions that are 
calculated to freshen issues which are natu- 
rally closing.’”

The rites connected with the superstitious 
worship of the greenback were performed 
with more solemnity than enthusiasm by the 
Pennsylvania devotees of that faith at 
Harrisburg yesterday.

THE TRADE OF THE COUNTRY. 

The reports which we published yesterday 
morning of the condition of trade in the va- 
rious sections of the country afford renewed 
evidence of the vast extent of our internal 
commerce—a fact universally acknowledged 
but not always appreciated. This evidence 
was contained in the decided difference in 
the condition of affairs in different business 
centres, showing that the country is every 
year becoming more independent of any 
one important product, and while a serious 
decrease in a crop so extensive as corn or 
cotton is necessarily felt over large areas, 
and to some extent throughout the country, 
it is less likely to be disastrous with every year 
of progress, Thus, while the reports from 
Cincinnati and Baltimore, cities directly de- 
pendent to a considerable degree on the 
Mississippi Valley, were not hopeful, the re- 
ports from Richmond, Atlanta, Savannah, 
and Petersburg showed a very healthy and 
even flattering advance. The cause of the 
difference is significant. The Mississippi Val- 
ley, below Vicksburg, is still the seat of more 
of the old-fashioned agriculture which de- 
pends on a single crop, or on two or three 
crops, and its people have to buy nearly 
everything they need or wish with the pro- 
ceecs of these. The regions with which the 
other cities mentioned deal are gradually 
and quite rapidly outgrowing this method 
of working, and not only have varied their 
products, but have entered with energy 
and success upon at least the beginning of 
manufactures. Throughout a large part of 
the South there is an improvement reported 
in the sale of fertilizers, agricultural imple- 
ments, and agricultural machinery, and, 
with this, a tendency toward more frequent 
purchases, more moderate use of credit, and 
generally more business-like methods. There 
is also a decided advance in the local manu- 
factures, not only in extent, but in variety. 
The leaven of liberty, of free labor and 
free competition, is doing its work. The 
freedman is becoming many times 
more valuable as a producer and consumer 
than the slave was as an unpaid laborer. 
The fact is full of profoundly hopeful mean- 
ing. The contrast between the Virginia 
one of whose principal industries was slave- 


breeding and the Virginia which is sending 
her manufactures and her machinery into 
all the sea-board States of the South 1s one 
which speaks volumes for the permanent 
prosperity of the whole land. 


In the South generally, with the exception 


of the Mississippi Valley, the outlook is good. 
In the North-west it is still better, though 
clouded in places by the danger of a short 
crop of corn. Thisis due in great part to 


the enormous immigration which has tended 
largely in that direction, and to the fair 


prospect, so far, for the wheat crop. The 
trades which are reported most steadily ad- 
vancing are those which are most di- 
rectly dependent on agriculture and on 


the daily wants of the farmers, 
the manufactures of implements and ma- 
chinery, the trade in hardware, in boots and 
shoes and clothing, and in household furni- 


ture carpets, &c. In all these trades there 
is remarked a clear tendency toward the 


removal of both manufacturing and jobbing 
centres further westward—a tendency which 
our Eastern business men are slow to realize. 
In the Central West—Ohio, Indiana, Ken- 
tucky, and Missouri—trade is not so prosper- 
ous, but it appears steady, and, on the whole, 
safe and satisfactory. What feeling of dis- 
appointment there is seems to arise from the 


unreasonable nature of the expectations.

This is true es- 
pecially of the jobbing and retail trade, 
while manufactures are, as a rule, excep- 
tionally active and fairly prosperous. The 
report from the city of Boston represents 
with substantial correctness the feeling re- 
garding the jobbing trade; those from Hart- 
ford and Providence represent opinion 
and expectation in manufactures. The 
labor troubles have not had as much influ- 
ence as might have been anticipated, 
but it is clear that there is reason to fear 
that they will be worse before they are bet- 
ter. It is generally conceded that they grow 
out of an increase in the cost of food, in 
rent, and in other necessaries, which is not 
met by current rates of wages. On the 
other hand, the condition of trade does not 
warrant any advance in general wages. 
Ultimately, it is probable that this state of 
things must bring a reaction from the pres- 
ent manufacturing activity. 


Surveying the field broadly, the conclu- 
sion most fairly to be deduced is that the 
tendency is toward a check in the unusual 
prosperity which was so great up to 1881. 
The exceptionally large crops of the three 
previous years, with the great European de- 
mand, have been followed by one light 
crop, with danger of another, while the 
European demand is likely to be less than 
before. In the meantime the increase 
in the cost of living due to the 
advance in prices consequent upon 
a large increase of currency is tell- 
ing directly both upon the cost of pro- 
duction and the capacity of consumption. 
There is a natural and inevitable reaction 
which has been pointed out in our columns 
as sure to come sooner or later. Its inten- 
sity has been aggravated by the speculative 
temper of our people, which inclines them 
to think that every ‘‘ boom” is to be per- 
manent, and to make them ignore the dark 
side and brighten the bright side as 
long as possible. Against these tenden- 
cies are to be placed the solid gain 
in actual wealth and in productive capacity 
from the unprecedented immigration, which 
still continues, and also the fact that, in 
spite of speculation, business has unques- 
tionably been done for the past eight years 
on very much less extended credit and on a 
sounder and more conservative basis. It 
remains to be seen whether or not the coun- 
try will accommodate itself to the new con- 
ditions and apply the brakes in time to se- 
cure a steady and legitimate progress.

THE SHEEHY CHARTER. 

At this late day in the Legislative session 
a full-fledged charter for the City of New- 
York makes its appearance in a mysterious 
way in the Assembly Chamber at Albany. 
It purports to be the work of an associa- 
tion calling itself the Tax-payers’ Protec- 
tive Union, and is introduced by Mr. E. C. 
SHEEHY, whose chief claim to character 
or distinction springs from his connec- 
tion with Tammany Hall. That of itself 
would be sufficient to make the charter for 
which he acts the part of sponsor an object 
of suspicion.

It is to be noted, first of all, that it pro- 
vides for a charter election to be held on the’ 
second Tuesday of June, a time when a good 
many citizens, whose attention to Municipal 
interests it is important to secure, are habit- 
ually out of town. The terms of public 
officers are made to begin on the first Mon- 
day of July. 1t provides for an election next 
June, and every second year thereafter. Offi- 
cers chosen this year to succeed those now in 
office who were elected by the people and 
whose terms expire next January, would 
enter upon the discharge of their duties on 
the expiration of those terms and continue 
in it until July, 1884, and those elected to 
fill offices whose present incumbents are ap- 
pointive would enter upon the discharge of 
their duties next July and serve for the full 
term of two years. No very material 
change is made in the Constitution, powers 
or manner of election of the Board of Alder- 
men, but it is provided that the Controller, 
Chamberlain, Corporation Counsel, and 
heads of departments shall be entited to seats 
in the board, with the right to participate in 
its discussions. The powers of the Mayor 
are not greatly modified, except in the mat- 
ter of appointments, but he is given the right 
to veto single provisions in ordinances with- 
out vetoing the whole. The Mayor’s power 
of appointment is restricted to clerks and 
subordinates in his own office and to 
officers whose election is not otherwise pro- 
vided for, and these are few in number, but 
include the Commissioner of Jurors. The 
Board of Aldermen chooses its own clerks 
and subordinates, but appears to have no 


power of confirmation over the appoint- 


ments of anybody else. All heads of de- 
partments are given the power to appoint 
and remove their clerks and subordinates. 
The Mayor may be removed by the Gov- 
ernor of the State, apparently either with or 
without an inquiry conducted by the Attor- 


ney-General on his direction. 


The feature of this act for reorganizing 
the local government of New-York most 
likely to attract attention and excite interest 


is that which places all the administrative 
departments in the charge of single Com- 


missioners to be elected by the people at the 
regular charter election in June for a 
term of two years, beginning on the 
first Monday of July following. The 
heads of departments to be chosen in 
this way are the Controller, who has 
the appointment of a Deputy Controller and 
of the Chamberlain, as well as the heads 
and employes of eight bureaus; the Corpo- 
ration Counsel, with the Corporation Attor- 
ney and Public Administrator in charge of 
bureaus in his department; a Police Com- 
missioner, who may appoint a Deputy and 
a Treasurer of the department; Com- 
missioner of Public Works; Commis- 
sioner of Charities and Correction, 
with two bureaus in his department; 
Fire Commissioner, who may appoint 
a Deputy and Treasurer; Health Commis- 
sioner, with bureaus as at present; Park 
Commissioner; Commissioner of Buildings; 
Commissioner of Taxes and Assessments ; 


Dcck Commissioner and Commissioner of 


Street-cleaning. The power of removal of 
these heads of departments is lodged in the 
Judges of the General Term of the Supreme 
Court forthe First Judicial Department, who 
may order an inquiry by Referee into charges 
preferred against them. In case of re- 
moval the Judges designate the person to 
fill the vacancy for the rest of the term. 
The Chamberlain is allowed a salary of 
$30,000, but all fees, commissions, and in- 
terest must be turned into the Treasury. 
The salaries of Mayor, Controller, Police 
Commissioner, and Corporation Counsel 
are fixed at $10,000, that of Fire Commis- 
sioner at $8,000, Commissioners of Chari- 
ties and Correction, Health, Docks, Build- 
ings, Public Works, Deputy Controller, 
and Deputy Police Commissioner $6,000, 
Park Commissioner $5,000, and Deputy 
Fire Commissioner $4,500. That of the 
Commissioner of Street-cleaning is not men- 
tioned. Judicial salaries are reduced to 
$10,000 in the higher courts, $5,000 in the 
Marine Court, and $4,500 in the Police and 
Civil District Courts. 

Who is behind this proposed charter and 
what special objects are aimed at in pro- 
posing it areat present matters of conjec- 
ture, but the upsetting which it proposes is 
hardly to be considered seriously. Single- 
headed departments are a good thing, 
but the election of their heads by popu- 
lar vote would hurl the whole City 
administration into the arena of local 
politics to be scrambled for, bargained for, 
and fought over by all the factions and 
politicians and would so divide and scatter 
responsibility that nobody could be held to 
it. The probable result cannot be contem- 
plated without a sense of consternation at 
the turmoil, confusion, and corruptior that 
would almost surely prevail. If the whole 
government were placed under a single head 
to whom the heads of departments were di- 
rectly and fully responsible, there would be 
a hope of concentrating the intelligence and 
power of the people upon his selection and 
holding him to a strict account. It is hard- 
ly conceivable, however, that this Sheehy 
charter will become anything more than an 
object of curiosity and speculation. Until 
it does, labored discussion of its merits and 
demerits is hardly worth while. 





AMERICAN JEWS IN RUSSIA. 

American citizens of the Jewish faith 
who may have occasion to visit Russia on 
business or pleasure will do well to procure 
and read the published correspondence be- 
tween the State Department and our repre- 
sentatives in St. Petersburg on the condition 
of Israelites in Russia, sent to the 
House by the President on May 2, and 
just printed. This correspondence covers a 
period of nearly ten years, and concludes 
with Secretary FRELINGHUYSEN’S letter 
of instructions to Mr. Horrman, dated 
April 15, in which he is directed to state, 
‘* with all proper deference, that the feeling of 
friendship which the United States entertains 
for Russia prompts this Government to ex- 
press the hope that the imperial Government 
will find means to cause the persecution of 
these unfortunate creatures to cease.’’ 
Nearly all the dispatches relate to cases in 
which American Jews residing or traveling 
in Russia have been subjected to annoyance 
or ordered to quit the empire on account of 
their faith; very little is said in the corre- 
spondence about the violent outrages on 
tussian Jews, that being a phase of the 
question arising later than the dates of all 
but three or four of the dispatches. 


It will be well for American Jews to 
understand that in going to Russia they put 
themselves beyond the protection of com- 
moun or statute law. They are then in a 
land where they have no guaranteed rights. 
The result of all our protests and rep- 
resentations to the Russian Foreign 
Office is, not that we have enforced 
our upon the Government of 
the Czar, securing for American citizens, 
of whatever creed, sojourning in Russia, the 
same treatment and protection which are en- 
joyed by Russians in America, but that we 
have managed to extort from M. DE Grgrs 
and M. Me.rkorr verbal assurances that, 
while thelaws against foreign Jews could not 
be modified, his Majesty’s Ministers would at 
all times be happy to make special exertions 
in the case of American citizens whenever 
requested by our Minister at St. Petersburg. 
But these promises were given more than a 
year ago, when M. bE GIERS was 
GortTcHakOFF’s lieutenant in the Foreign 
Office and Gen. Loris MELIKOFF was Min- 
ister of the Interior. M. DE GtERs 
is now Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
and may not be disposed, in that greater 
office, to keep with Minister Krrkwoop the 
faith he verbally pledged to Minister Fos- 
TER; and Gen. MELIKoOFF is no longer ina 
position to give any assistance to oppressed 
Jews, no matter how good his intentions.

Our commercial treaty of 1832 with Rus- 
sia, in spite of Mr. BLArne’s strained inter- 
pretation of it, cannot be made to cover 
cases of Jews from America deprived of the 
right to live or trade in Russia. The special 


legislation relative to native and foreign Is- 
raeclites in Russia antedate the treaty. Lo- 
calities are prescribed within which native 
Jews may reside under certain restrictions. 


St. Petersburg is not one of these, but in spite 
of the absolute prohibition of the law, Jews to 
the number of 7,000 actually live within the 
limits of the city. Foreign Jews are for- 
bidden to come into the empire by a general 
statute, but the passport regulations make 
exceptions to this law. This puts itin the 


power of the officials at the frontier to ex. 


clude any members of the race whom they 
may consider objectionable. Once across the 
border, the immigrant Jew is subject to 
the severe restrictions of the local laws and 
the caprices of the local Police. Our diplo- 
matic representatives have often found oc- 
casion to remark that the administration of 
the law in Russia is pervaded with ‘‘a 
strong personal element.’’ Sometimes this 
works to the advantage of the aggrieved 
person, as in the case of Minister JEwELL’s 
interference in behalf of Mme. Topaz, a 
Russian Jewess who was about to marry an 
American citizen and had been ordered to 
change her religion in three days or quit St: 
Petersburg; sometimes quite otherwise, as 
in the case of the American Jew merchant, 
THEODORE. Rosenstravuss, of Kharkoff, 
whose troubles were largely due to the hos- 
tility of a rival native trader of his own 
race, by whom the Police were evidently 
bribed. 


At present, as we have said, any Ameri- 


can Jew engaging in trade in Russia will be 
liable to receive notice to quit the em- 
pire at any time. Six months is the 
time allowed for the Jewish commer- 
cial agents of foreign firms to trans- 
act their business and depart. No better 
treatment is to be expected than the native 
Jews get, and we know well enough that 
between the oppression of the Government 
and the outrages of the peasantry the posi- 
tion of that class is perilous. It is still 
probable that representations from the 
legation of the United States would 
receive a respectful hearing, and that 
special privileges and exemptions might 
be granted Jews from this country, for the 
long-standing friendship between the two 
Governments counts for much. But this is 
a slender reed to lean upon in view of the 
capricious way in which  administra- 
tive affairs are managed by the Mus- 
covites. The terms of the treaty of 
1882 have been so many times interpreted 
to secure for an American Jew in Russia 
only such rights as native Jews enjoy that 
Mr. Buarnn’s attempt to force his con- 
struction of the instrument upon the 
Russian Government was foredoomed to 
failure. The treaty cannot be made to 
annul previously existing municipal laws nor 
to exempt Americans in Russia from their 
operation. ‘The best that can be done is to 
await the growth of a more enlightened spir- 
itin Russia. The laws against the Jews 
there are based upon the belief—largely 
formed from observation of the habits 
of the worst class of Polish Jews— 
that the members of that race are ‘‘ par- 
asites, not producers;” that they shun 
productive labor, and wherever it is 
possible live by ‘‘ exploiting’’ the people. 
They are, therefore, held to be enemies of 
the weaker native Russians and put under 
restraint. But among the higher Govern- 
ment officials these old laws are looked upon 
with dislike, and in time, though it may be 
a long time, their repeal may be hoped for. 





THE CRAMER TRIAL. 

It is not easy to understand how the Ro- 
mans could enjoy gladiatorial fights. If the 
sports of the amphitheatre were attended 
only by the lower class of people, it would 
be easy to say that the same love of brutali- 
ty which induces the dregs of our own pop- 
ulation to attend prize-fights characterized 
the Roman rabble. In point of fact, how- 
ever, men and women whom we know were 
refined and humane, and who were capable 
of the noblest acts of self-sacrifice, enjoyed 
the horrible spectacles of the arena. They 
took an intense interest in the struggle for 
life made by a wretched slave attacked 
by a hungry lion. Philosophers who wrote 
in praise of all the virtues delighted 
in seeing two gladiators hack one another to 
pieces with their swords, and gentle matrons 
gave the signal for the death of a defeated 
combatant as calmly as they ordered their 
letters. How the race which produced the 
noblest men of antiquity could delight in 
the most brutal of sports is a question to 
which there is no satisfactory answer. And 
yet this same instinct—whatever it was— 
which drew the Roman to the amphitheatre 
is displayed almost daily in our own civil- 
ized Christian land. 


The so-called ‘‘ Cramer trial’? has now 
been in progress for many days. It has 
naturally interested many people. JENNIE 
CRAMER Was young and pretty, and although 
she was not a refined ard cultivated girl, 
there is no reason to believe that she was 
other than innocent until the beginning 
of tbe tragedy which ended in her 
death. There is already sufficient evi- 
dence to establish that a conspiracy 
to ruin her was formed by the two 
MALLEys and the wretched woman Dovue- 
LASs, Whom the MALLEYs brought from her 
infamous home in this City to help them in 
their villainous scheme. The ruin of JEN- 
NIE CRAMER was followed by her death. 
The dead body, ot the girl was found in the 
water and dragged ashore by rude hands. 
It was given to physicians and chemists, who 
hacked it to pieces in their search for poison. 
This was the fate of youth and beauty and 
innocence. Could there bea more pitiable 
tragedy ? 

The MALueys and the woman DovG.Lass 
are now on trial charged with the murder of 
JENNIE CRAMER. With the help of their 
lawyers they are fighting for their lives. 
The peculiar features of the trial have made 
it far more repulsive than most murder trials. 
The whole story of the ruin of JENNIE CRa- 
MER has been told in court. The finding of 
her body and the peculiar disarrangement 
of the poor child’s clothing have been de- 
scribed by several witnesses. The medical 
men and the chemists have testified as to the 
results of the examination of her body; and 
necessary as that examination was, it was 
none the less a horrible profanation of the 
dead. Much of the testimony has been of 
a kind usually described as unfit for publi- 
cation, but in spite of the ghastly, repulsive, 
and horrible nature of the whole affair, the 
trial has been attended by as many men and 
women as could possibly crowd into the 
court-room. 

These men and women are not of the 
class in which creatures like DousLass and 
her admirers belong. They fairly repre- 
sent, at least in appearance, the respectable, 
decent people of Connecticut. To them the 


Cramer trial is a delightful performance. It 
is far more exciting than the circus, and in- 
finitely more attractive than the theatre. 
They show that they thoroughly enjoy 


every part of it. The women are unwilling 


to lose a word of the medical testimony, and 
the men follow with eagerness the story of the 
plot for JENNIz CRAMER’sruin. All the spec- 
tators are in the best of spirits. They come 


to be entertained and amused, and are easily 
gratified. They laugh loudly when they can 
discern anything in the answers of a wit- 
ness which strikes them as funny; and they 
are quick to applaud the jokes of the law- 
yers. They even feel seriously grateful that 
such a unique and delightful performance 
has been given in their particular town. 
Now, these people are not unusually cruel, 
nor have they, in all probability, an excep- 
tionally keen relish for what is revoltingly 
indecent. Those of them who have read of 
the Roman gladiatorial shows probably 
think that they themselves are infinitely 
more humane than the Romans. Neverthe- 
less, they enjoy the sight of two men and a 
woman struggling to save themselves from 
the gallows. They not only love to listen 


to the saddest of all stories, but they can find 


abundant food for laughter in it. In the 
court-room they are as cruel, as brutal, and 
as shameless as the most hardened lover of 
the sports of the Roman arena, and they have 
not even the excuse that they are pagans 
reared in the worship of the cruel and vo- 
luptuous gods of Rome. 

It isa shame to the community that the 
Cramer trial should be turned into a variety 
show. To read the daily report of it one 
would think that Connecticut is less civil- 
ized and less decent than Rome in her worst 
days. Itis dangerous to permit crime to go 
unpunished, but, on the whole, the Cramer 
trial is rather more disgraceful to Connecti- 
cut than the crime which led to it. The 
one wasthe crime of at most three persons. 
The other disgraces and demoralizes an en- 
tire community. 


Two able contributions were made yester- 
day to the settlement of the controversy over 
the Cesnola “antiques.” One was from Mr. 
ANDREW D. Waite, of Cornell, who seems to 
be in blissful ignorance of the fact that the 
value of the report which was made by a 
committee ‘ whose character and judgment no one 
dares impeach” has been very seriously damaged 
by certain members of that very committee. These 
gentlemen accepted and indorsed the statement 
of the Director that in the entire collection he had 
not made a single restoration of any object, or 
part of any object, in stone, and that in the 
entire eoliection there is no instance of a 
retouching or tampering with the surface of 
any object. That statement the Trustees, some of 
whom were members of the committee in ques- 
tion, have found reason to modify, as Mr. Warre 
ought to have known before making himself ridio- 
ulous by giving a certificate of character to 
his “dear General.” The other contribution 
comes from the powerful mind of the Post editor 
who has undertaken to settle this contro- 
versy. It is in the form of an inquiry 
as to what THe Times has been thinking 
about the matter of ‘“‘fraudulent museums” 
during the last four weeks, and an insinuation that 
Tue Times suppressed the reports of sundry 
reputable experts in regard to the make-up 
of two statues of dubious authenticity. 
It happens that Tue Trmes was not favored 
with copies of the reports in question, but when- 
ever they ean be supplemented by copies of 
the suppressed reports made at the request 
of Mr. Joun Taritor JonNsTON or other 
Trustee of the Museum, its columns are 
still open forthe publication of allof them. We 
shall not even wait for the Post's publication ot the 
evidence of Mr. Czsnoua’s deliberate falsehood, 
given in yesterday’s Tres, nor shall we insist that 
the correspondence which has taken place on the 
subject during the last month shall be made public.

It was reported from Washington the other 
day that Controller Lawrence, of the Treasury 
Department, had decided that the finder of a mu- 
tilated greenback may not have it redeemed at the 
United States Treasury or any of its branches. As 
the greenback is a Treasury note payable on de- 
mand, the report of this decision has caused some 
amazement. The clerks of the Treasury Depart- 
ment are notin the habit of questioning a person 
who presents a mutilated note for redemption 
whether the damaged piece of paper money was 
found, or even if it was stolen, and all such notes 
are promptly redeemed if enough of them remains 
to admit of redemption under the rules of the depart- 
ment. The rules governing the redemption of United 
States notes, issued to the department by Treasurer 
GILFILLAN, are sufficiently explicit, but they do 
not provide that the holder of the note shall in- 
form the department how he obtainedit. Notes of 
which a fractional part equaling or exceeding three- 
fifths of the original size remains are redeemed at 
their full face value; fragments of notes less than 
three-fifths of their original proportion, but not 
less than one-half, are redeemed at half the face 
value, while smaller pieces are rejected, except 
when accompanied by a satisfactory affidavit that 
the remainder of the note has been destroyed. 
How these plain rules can be complicated by the 
addition of another compelling the elerks ta satisfy 
themselves and the department that the person pre- 
senting three-fifths or one-half of a greenback for 
redemption came into possession of the fragment 
in the way of business and did not pick it upin 
the street, itis not easy to understand. Moreover, 
itis not at alllikely that any applicant for new 
money in exchange for a worn-out bill would ad- 
mit that he found the mutilated fragment, and the 
department could go no further without the aid of 
the Special Agents, who might, if they had good 
luck, trace the history of the bill and find that it 
had been thrown ina rubbish heap. That, how- 
ever, could not happen more than once or 
twice in a century. The decision of the Con- 
troller remains, notwithstanding, according to 
the press dispatches, and he is quoted 
as saying, further, that such a note must 
be taken from the finder, and heid subject to the 
right of the proper owner, but if none such should 
appear the note should be held subject to the con- 
trol of Congress. It is well known that there are 
persons who derive considerable profit from the 
redemption of torn fragments of bills which they 
have bought for paltry sums of money, and unless 
the recent decision of Controller LawrRENcs has 
some bearing upon the operations of these un- 
scrupulous speculators, its application is not ap- 
parent. 


Nothing can be more unfair than to blame 
the Irish Police for failing to capture the Phcenix 
Park assassins. In New-York the Police have, under 
far easier circumstances, as notably in the Nathan 
case, often failed, and in more than one instance 
the clue has been furnished entirely through news- 
paper reporters. The truth is as regards the dis- 
covery of most murders surrounded by mystery 
that some one—as inthe English railroad murder 
last year—gives a clue which the Police can follow, 
but in this Irish murder two difficulties occur on 
the threshold, in the,fact that three-fourths of the 
Irish are unwilling to give information because 
they more or less sympathize with the feelings 
which prompted the deed, however much some 
may condemn the deed itself, while most of the re- 
mainder would not dare to imperil their lives by 
giving evidence. The Government may offer ‘‘the 
protection of the Crown”’ to the informer, but the 
protection of half a dozen crowns will not save the 
man whom ascore of others have sworn to kill, 
unless he betakes himself to Patdonia or the 
north pole. Years ago the son of a Scotch laird 
became, when a youth, as fond of being among the 
gypsies as Harry Bertram, of Ellangowan. He lived 
weeks among them, and, for a freak, was at length 
reguiarly initiated in certain of their rites and 
mysteries. When he wished to go home he was, 
to his consternation, warned that, after what had 
passed, death would be the penalty for so doing. 
He did, with great difficulty, ultimately contrive to 
get away, but found himself “shadowed” inces- 
santly, and his life made a burden. At length the 
watch seemed removed, and hisspirits revived, but 
one evening several years later he was summoned 
from a country ball by amessenger, who said that 
a gentleman wished to see him on important busi- 
ness, and he was found a few hours later in an 
alley near by, stabbed to tne heart, Would any 


insurance office, outside of Pennsylvania, accept, 
at any rates, the life of the man who gives away 
these Phcenix Park assassins?

Within the last few years some of our 
American life insurance companies seem to have 
entered quite largely into the business of insuring 
the lives of young children. This is one branch of 
the system of industrial insurance which was first 
brought into use in England. The common plan 
is followed of having smali payments made weekly, 
the liability of the company being, of course, less 
in the case of a young child than when the assured 
is a man of 25 or 30 years of age. In most, if not 
all, of the companies a child hasto be 2 yéars old 
before a policy will be issued upon its life. The 
rate of premium is ordinarily 5 cents per week, 
and this entitles the parents of the child to recover 
from the company, in case the latter dies, from $20 
to $25, if it is 2 years old, and a larger amount 
for each successive year up to 12, when the 
policy will be merged into one of another class. 
These small payments of 5 cents are made to col- 
lectors of the companies, who call each week for 
their money, and give receipts on a pass-book kept 
by the assured. It will be seen, in the first place, 
that this system is a highly expensive one. The 
company has to pay its collectors salaries, these 


being proportioned to the amount of work whicl 
these agents pertorm, and as a further incentive 
they are given the first six, eight, or ten payments 
made upon any new policy which they may 
be instrumental in having issued. But allow- 
ing that a collector worked ten hours 
each day, and that the time occupied in 


| making each visit was only five minutes, 


and this is supposing that close connections ara 
made, the result would be only 120 visits, whieh, at 
5 cents each, would net $6. To get men upon 
whose honesty it can rely, the company must cer- 
tainly pay $2 per diem salary, so that one-third of 
the collection is instantly lost in expense, and ta 
this must be added the expenses of business at the 
central office, which would bring the cost up ta 
fully 50 per cent. of the premium receipts. For lifa 
insurance this is an excessively high ratio of ex- 
pense. As the amount of money to be paid in case 
of death is constantly increasing with the advance 
in age of the child, it must, after a certain number 
of premiums have been paid, be of service to the 
company to have these policies lapse in conse- 
quence of non-payment of premium, and it may be 
that in this direction the profits of the business are 
found. But the ehief objection against this enter- 
prise can be raised on the ground of common 
morality. Experience in England has shown quite 
conclusively that this form of insurance is an ineen- 
tive to infanticide, if not directly, at least indi- 
rectly, in the indifference shown to the health of 
children. Ordinary life insurance has for its chief 
argument the theory that when the head and sup- 
porter of the household is removed by death, the 
provision he has made by an insurance policy upon 
his life will in some degree make good the loss sus 
tained by his family. No such plea car be made in 
favor of insuring the lives of children from 2 to 
12 years of age. The assumption is that the money 
will pay for their funeral expenses; and while thera 
may be some force in this, it is questionable if it is 
sufficient to neutralize the bad effect upon the 
mind of the parent or guardian of which this form 
of insurance must to some extent be productive,

Several famous English mansions are using 
or soon will use the electric light.

with it, and the Prince of Wales is said to contem< 
plate its early introduction at Marlborough House, 
Further it has been decided that the town of New: 
market shall be illuminated by electricity. This 
gives pleasure to racing men, who complain that 
Newmarket has long been one of the worst lighted 
towns in the kingdom. 

The place in North Devon known as West- 
ward Ho, from whieh Charles Kingsley’s well- 
known story took its name, has erected, asa memo: 
tial to him, a Kingsley College, which was opened 
three weeks ago by Lord Portsmouth. The college 
building will accommodate 200 students, and ig 
said to be censtructed and appointed in a most ex- 
cellent manner. The opening services comprised a 
religious meeting in the chapel, a luncheon, and an 
address by Lord Portsmouth on the character and 
writings of Kingsley. 


In England « wife has just been sold for @ 
glass of ale. This transaction is reported from the 
town of Alfreton, in which for some time the hus- 
band in question had shown jealousy at his wife’s 
apparent liking for the son of the person in whose - 
house they ledged. But one night while the three 
persons were drinking together, the husband of- 
fered to give the young man his wife for a glass of 
ale, and the young man promptly accepted tha 
proposition, procured the glass of ale, and the 
woman, after removing her wedding ring, oblig-< 
ingly acknowledged that! she= was the property 
of the purchaser. Inashort time the couple dis- 
appeared from Alfreton, and some days afterward 


had not been discovered. 


On the part of the reigning Prince of Wak 
deck and Pyrmont, the father of the Duke of Al- 
bany’s bride, the following are the stipulations con- 
tained in the marriage treaty: The Prince grants 
to his daughter a dowry of 100,000 marks, (about 
$25,000,) to be delivered within four weeks after 
the marriage to such person or persons as Queen 
Victoria shall appoint as Trustees. He further 
azrees to provide the Princess ‘“‘ with princely ap- 
parel, jeweis, and an outfit suitable to a Princess of 
Waldeck and Pyrmont.”

Harrissune, Penn., May 18.—The dele- 
gates to the Greenback Labor State Conven- 
tion continued to arrive slowly this morning, 
and at 11:05 o’clock, when the body was ealled 
to order in the Court-house, not more than 100 
delegates were present. Chairman Heath, in 
calling the convention to order, read a num- 
ber of telegrams from various delegates 
announcing that they would arrive in 
the afternoon. He also explained how it 
happened that he had acted as Chairman 
instead of E. 8. Watson, who, he stated, had 
been removed from the position bv the Execu- 
tive Committee for cause. I. P. Rynder, of 
Altoona, was made temporary Chairman, and 
took his seat without making any remarks. 
Committees on Credentiais, Resolutions, and 
Permanent Organization were then appointed, 
and a motion was made to adjourn until 2 
P. M. to await their reports. Before taking 


the recess, however, the convention ordered | 


that the following telegram be sent to Wash- 

ington: 

Zo the Hon. C. N. Brumm and James Mosgrove, 
Washington, D. C.: 

The National Party of Pennsylvania, in conven- 
tion assembled, desires you to present to the House 
of Representatives our earnest protest against 
mortgaging the people of the United States for 
another term of 20 years to the national banks. 

Before the motion for a recess was carried 
the convention got inte a parliamentary 
tangle, to extricate 1t from which some little 
time was necessary. A suggestion by some of 
the delegates that instead of taking a recess 
the convention remain in session and listen to 
speeches from various members was not at all 
kindly received. The convention was again 
called to order at 2:15, and the report of the 
Committee on Credentials was snbmitted 
and read. It showed that 93 delegates 
only were present, many parts of 
the State sending no delegation at all. 
Tne Committee on Permanent Organization 
then reported, and E, E, Cotton, of Allegheny, 
was made President of the convention. Mr. 
Cotton, upon taking the chair, expressed his 


gratitude for the honor done him, and stated } 


that he would use every endeavor to give each 
and all a fair and impartial hearing. The 
Hon. John Welsh, of Schuylkill, and Frank H. 
Wendell, of Chester, were made Vice-Presi- 
dents. The former, a member of the Leyisla- 
ture, in addressing the convention, thought as 
long as the national banks existedso long would 
the Greenback Party have a mission. Mr. 
Wendell thanked the convention briefly. Some 
enthusiasm was injected into the proceedings 
by a motion to give three cheers for the Hon. 
John Welsh. The motion was carried, and 
the cheers were given standing. A motion to 
postpone the nomination of candidates until 
after the report of the Committee on Platform 
was made was carried, and a committee 
was appointed to wait upon that body 
and hurry matters a httle. While wait- 
ing, James K. Sanborn. of New-York, 
was invited to address the convention. 
The growth of the party, be said, gave him 
unalloyed pleasure. He remembered the first 
Greenback Convention of 1876, There were only 
18 delegates present there ; at Indianapolis, when 
Peter Cooper was nominated, there were 75; 
at the last Convention, at Chicago, there were 
800. He thought this showed that, instead of 
shrinking, the party was growing lustily. 
The party was working not only for it- 
self, but for the benefit of future generations. 
The party had accomplished much; it had 
forced the value of the greenback up to par; it 
had forced the Government to receive it for 
Customs dues, although the law said that such 
dues must be paid in gold. 

The Committee on Resolutions, at 3:45 P, 
M., reported the platform as follows: 

Whereas, The profits of toil and commerce are 
gathered up through the manipuiation of law by 
monopolies, therefore we, the National Greenback 
Labor Party of Pennsylvania, in conyention as- 
sembled in Harrisburg, this the 18th day of May, 
1882, reaffirm the national platform adopted at 
Chicago in 1880, and resolve 

I. That we are against the monopoly of money 
by the national banking system, and are in favor 
of the Government issuing all currency and mak- 
ing it full legal tender. 

Il. We are against the monopoly of transporta- 
tion and telegraphy, and declare that corporations, 
the creation of the State, shall be governed by the 
State in the interest of the people. 

Ill. Weare against the monopoly of land, and 
demand the reservation of all public lands, includ- 
ing the vast amount now forfeited by the great 
corporations, for actual settlers. 

IV. We are opposed to all monopolies and in 
favor of a rights, equal burdens, equal benefits, 
and special privileges to none. 

Vv. We demand such a revision of the tariff as 
shall fully protect American labor and invested 
capital against the pauperized labor of foreign 
countries. 

VI. We demand that the Government shall im- 
mediately do justice to the soldiers of the late war 
by equitably adjusting and paying pensions and 
other claims due them. And, 

Whereas, The right of laborto organize for the 
discussion and enforcement of its rights in the 
State has been assailed by combined monopolies, 
therefore we resolve: 

VIL. That this legal and constitutional right 
shall be maintained. and that associated labor 
shall have allthe rights and privileges permitted 
to associated capital. 

VILL Wecall upon all good citizens, without 
distinction of party, who believe in the foregoing 
declaration of principles, to unite with us in the 
impending struggle, and assist us in carrying it to 
B successful issue. 

After the report was read, Mr. Welsh, of 
Schuylkill, proposed as a plank the reduction 
of the hours of labor. he matter was dis- 
cussed at length. Mr. Welsh’s resolution was 
amended to read that all pay shall beona 
basis of eight hours constituting a day’s labor. 
The resolution as amended was adopted and 
the platform approved as reported, 

Nominations ‘for Governor were then or- 
dered and Thomas W, Taylor, of Pittsburg, 
placed before the convention the name of 
Thomas A. Armstrong, of Pittsburg, the editor 
of the Labor Tribune, asa candidate for that 
position. Mr. Taylor spoke briefly in support 
of his candidate, and referred to his many and 
repeated efforts in behalf of the laboring men. 
Mr. Armstrong was enthusiastically nominat- 
ed by acclamation, called before the Conven- 
tion and introduced as the next Governor. He 
tendered his thanks for the support given 
him during the past 22 yearsin his fight for 
labor. Addressing himself to the reporters pres- 
ent he said: *‘I desire that you say that my 
flag is up to-day. It will be carried through 
the campaign. It will beup at the close of 
the polls, and if God spares my life it will be 
up the morning after the election.” 

The names of T, V. Powderly, of Scranton, 
and Dr. Thomas Covany, of Schuylkill Coun- 
ty, were placed in nomination for Lieutenant- 
Governor, and a vote was taken by tellers, 
which resulted: Powderly, 80; Covany, 7. Be- 
fore the vote was announced, however, Cova- 
ny’s name was withdrawn and Powderly’s 
nomination made unanimous. For Secretary 
of Internal Affairs two candidates were 
placed before the convention—Henry E. 
Paul, of Berks, and the Hon. J. 
Lowery Dewoody, of Venango. Dewoody 
obtained a majority of 5, and was then made 
the unanimous nominee of the convention. 
For Supreme Judge, J. Adam Coke, ot North- 
umberland, was nominated by acclamation. 
For Congressman at Large several candidates 
were entered, but all were finally withdrawn 
except J. W. Schuckers, of Philadelphia, who 
received 44 votes, and Robert K. Tomlinson, 
of Berks, who got 46, and whose nomination 
was afterward made unanimous, 

All the places on the ticket having bven 
filled, a motion was made to change the name 
of the party from ‘‘ National Greenbaek-Labor 
Party” to the ‘‘ National Party.” This mo- 
tion caused a little breeze, which finally re- 
sulted in tabling it. For the better organiza- 
tion of the party the following was adopted: 

Resolved, That the Executive Committee of the 
National Greenback Labor ped of Pennsylvania 
shall consist of the Chairmen of the several County 
Committees, and that a member be added for each 
Senatorial district in excess of one in the county. 

F. 8. Heath, ths late Chairman of the State 
Central Committee, was re-elected for the 
ensuing year. The State Committee was au- 
thorized to remove any candidate of the party 
by a two-thirds vote. A few matters of detail 
were settled, and the convention adjourned sine 
die. During the sitting of the body there seemed 
to be much good feeling among the delegates, 
the only instance of a direct clashing of views 
occurring during the discussion of the eight- 
hour plank of the platform. Delegates from 
the mining and manufacturing districts were 


unanimous in favor of the resolution, while 
those from the farming districts were equally 
as strong in their objection to the doctrine, on 
the ground that such a law would be the means 
of he tad the party of many of the farmer 
votes.

NEW-YORK BUYERS HOLDING OFF—A BEAR- 

ISH FEELING IN THE CORN TRADE. 
CxicaGo, May 18.—The trading in wheat to- 
day on Eastern account was unusually small. It is 
thought that the New-Yorkers do not understand 
what will probably be the working of the new 
rule, if it shouid become one, and are afraid of the 
decision in regard to the price of April wheat; 
hence they hold off. Their reticence was partly 
made up for to-day by liberal purchases on Mil- 
waukee account, mostly for July. The general im- 
pression was that the Milwaukee folks are running 


a deal here, but thisis not necessarily the case. July 
wheat is 6d. higher in Milwaukee than in Chicago, 
and to buy here and sell an equal quantity 
there, offers a chance for profit which is tempting 
to the shrewd operator. It is reported that to- 
morrow’s corn statement will show an increase of 
about 600,000 bushels in the visible supply during 
last week, indieating a decrease in the demand for 
consumption. ‘This made speculators bearish, and 
the market was heavy in the early part of the day, 
but was steadied when moderate purchases were 
made by persons supposed to be interested in sus- 
taining the market, especially as wheat was steady. 

The Board of Trade Committee, now hearing 
pele with a view to fixing the settling price 
for April wheat, has begun thesummoning of ex- 
perts,some of whom were examined to-day. Boards 
of Trade of the leading cities have been applied to 
for a record of prices for wheat prevailing at those 
points during the month of April, the information 
thus gained to be utilized in reaching the final 
conclusion. The i indications are that it 
will not be reached for several days. 
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A STOCK EXCHANGE, BUT NO STOCK. 

CuIcAGO, May 18.—The principal difficulty 
encountered by the new Chicago Stock Exchange 
isa scarcity of material with which to do busi- 
ness, and to remedy this deficiency a pool is being 
formed to bring out several thousand shares of 
stock from New-York to supply a stock in trade 
for dealings. It has been proposed, and the plan 


is meeting with careful consideration, that Chicago 
adopt the Londonstyle of buying and selling ‘‘ for 
account.’? On the London Stock Exchange opera- 
tions are made either for “‘cash” or “ account.” 
Operations for account are settled twice a 
month—at the middle and the end. It 
is argued that the advantages to Chicago 
of adopting the system of buying and selling for 
account would be to encourage trading, and, trad- 
ing begun, a supply of stocks would at once begin 
to flow to this point. An operator who bought or 
sold for “‘ account”? would have time enough in 
which to turn round. Whether the plan would 
have any disadvantages could best be told by ex- 
perience. It could not be a dangerous experiment 
if itis approved by so staid and conservative a 
market as London.

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NEW-YORK’S LAW-MAKERS 
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MEASURES NOW IN THE ASSEM- 


BLY’S HANDS. 

VAIN ATTEMPT TO BRING UP THE FIVE-CENT 
FARE BILL—THE APPROPRIATION BILL 
PASSED WITHOUT THE PROTECTORY ITEM 
—A CURIOUS CHARTER SUGGESTED FOR 
THE CITY. 

ALBANY, May 18.—Mr. Crane, of New-York, 
made a fourth attempt to-day to wrest from the 
control ot the Forty Thieves the bill reducing fares 
on the elevated railroads to5 cents. No bill has 
been so much wrangled over during the entire ses- 
sion as this one. It is quite possible that it would 
be defeated if it ever came up faivly to be voted 
upon. Certain members have conspired to prevent 
its being brought up, as is evident trom their con- 
duct whenever the proposition has been made by 
Mr. Crane. Some of the Tammany members, who 
profess to be its friends, are secretly leagued 
against it. A common bond seems to unite about 
40 members in opposition to any steps that 
may be honestly taken to progress it. An inspec- 
tion of the roil-calls which have been demandea 
by Mr. Crane will show who these members are. 
His effort to-day to get all orders of business laid 
aside for the purpose of introducing his resolution 


to make the bill a special order was defeated by a 
vote of 58 to 87. J. J. Costello and M. Patten, two 
Tammany members, whose constitueuts expect 
them to pass the bill, were on the floor when the 
vote was demanded. They suddenly disappeared. 
They reappeared after the vote had been an- 
nounced, and when it was too late for them to be 
recorded, 

The report of the joint conference committee 
appointed to consider the items in the Appropria- 
tion bill giving $50,000 to the Catholic Proteetory 
and increasing the salaries of certain State officers, 
was submitted to the Assembly. The Senate hav- 
ing squarely backed down in the attempt to foist 
the Protectory item upon the bill, there remained 
only the committee’s favorable report upon the In- 
crease of salaries to be considered by the House. 
The item raises the salaries of the Deputy Secretary 
of State, of the Deputy State Treasurer, and of the 
Governor's private sevretary from $3,500 to $4,000, 
and of the Secretary of the Board of Regents from 

2,500 to $3,500, One of these officers, the Deputy 
Treasurer, is a Democrat. Mr. Brooks entered a 
yrotest against any increase whatever. The House, 

owever, agreed to it by a vote of 63 to 43, and the 
Appropriation bill, which has been delayed for 
weeks on account of the persistent efforts of the 
Democratic Senators to insert a grab for a Catholia 
institution, went through the House with a whirl. 
The Supply bill, to which this grab has been trans- 
ferred, came down to the House from the Senate 
to-day and was referred tothe Ways and Means 
Committee. It remains to he seen now whether 
Mr. Brooks and the handful of other Democrats in 
the Assembly who have all along opposed the item 
can withstand the pressure that will be brought to 
bear upon them and consent to its introduction in 
the Supply bill. 

E, C. Sheehy’s bill creating a pension fund for 
the park policemen of New-York and increasing 
their salaries was resurrected from the table to- 
day, and, after having that section which author- 
izes the increase of salaries stricken ont. was passed 
without further opposition. The same result would 
have been reached yesterday had the author of 
the bill consented to dropping the objectionable 
section. The Sprague amendment to the Con- 
stitution, prohititing the use of public moneys for 
private purposes and restricting the indebtedness 
of cities to 10 per cent. of the assessed 
their real estate, passed the House with a vote of 
88 inits favor. An excellent rule, which will re- 
strict the flow of buncombe from certain New-York 
members, was submitted by ex-Gov. Alvord and 
adopted by the House by an overwhelming vote, 
only the said members entering a dissent. It re- 
stricts speeches upon any topic and from any mem- 
ber to exactly five minutes. Days of valuable time 
might have been utilized to some purpose by the 
liouse had the rule been adopted before. The 
Hon. L. Bradford Prince, Chief-Justiee of New- 
Mexico, was given the privilege of the floor on mo- 
tion of ex-Goy. Aivord. 

A billof Mr. Smith, of Broome, modifying the 
penalty imposed for the violation of the usury 
jaws, caused some discussion, and excited much 
criticism until ex-Gov. Alvord, among others, ex- 
piained it. It fixes as the penalty hereafter the 
forfeiture of twice the amount of interest which 
may have been usuriously charged, thereby, it is 
claimed, placing private persons on exactly the 
same footing as banking associations. The 
present penalty requires the forfeiture not 
only of the usurious interest, but also of the 
principal. The bill was passed by 76 votes. Major 
Pinney, of Sullivan, again endeavored to introduce 
his resolution calling for an investigation of the 
affairs of the New York, Lake Ontario and West- 
ern Railroad Company. Objection was made, 
however, and it had to be withdrawn. 

A curious and somewhat wonderful production, 
credited to ‘* tax-payers’’ and dubbed a charter for 
New-York, made its appearance in the Assembly 
to-day. It excites even more derision than the 
Tammany charter which has already ob- 
truded itself upon both houses. Mr. E, 
C. Sheehy, a member of the Tammany 
contingent, introduced it. Its father and 
mother, he declares, constitute a harmonious 
though possibly not vigorously intellectual family, 
known as the ‘Tax-payers’ Protective Union, of 
New-York, which has ** head-quarters” not far re- 
moved from certain beer saloons on the East Side, 
and of which a Mr. Horatio F. Averill and one 
ortwo others are members, In referring to this 
association It is not intended by Mr. Sheehy to re- 
vive any cynical memories of the three tailors of 
Tooley-street. The bill was referred to the Cities 
Committee and orderedto be printed at the ex- 
pense of the State—a proceeding which some 
people who really do pay taxes will regard as 
a most extravagant one. The “charter” pro- 
vides for a charter election to be held 
on the second Tuesday in June next and every 
two years thereafter, at which successors are to be 
elected to all the principal offieers now in the City’s 
employ, The present Aldermen are to continue 
in office until Dec. 81. Their successors are 
to be a board composed of 27 Aldermen 
and 6 Aldermen at large. These worthies are 
to be elected three from every Senate district save 
the Eighth and the district comprising the Twenty- 
third and Twenty-fourth Wards. From each of 
those two districts are to come down tothe Hall 
four City fathers. The Controller, the heads of 
the various City departments, the Corpora- 
tion Counsel, and Chamberlain are to be 
given seats in this Aldermanic body and be 
permitted to inject occasional remarks upon 
the topics under consideration, be they leaning 
lamp-posts or lawless Ministers to foreign 
courts whose recall may be demanded. Single- 
neaded commissions shall prevail, and the people 
shall proceed to elect forthwith a new Controller, 
Corporation Counsel, Commissioner of Police, of 
Public Works, of Charities and Correction, of the 
Fire Department, Health Department, Departments 
of Docks, Buildings, Street-cleaning, and Taxes and 
Assessments. The term of office of all the incumbents 
of these several offices shall expire July 1 next. 
The tax-payer’s mind is nothing if not practical on 
financial matters. The ‘Tax-payers’ Protective 
Union has decided upon a schedule of payments to 
the people’s servants which runs thus: Salary to 
Mayor, $10,000; Controller, $10,000; Deputy Con- 
troller, $6,000; Police Commissioner, $10,000; his 
Deputy, $6,000: Park Commissioner, $5,000; Fire 
Commissioner, $8,000; his Deputy, $4,500; all other 
Commissioners, $6,000. Superintendent Walling’s 
eyes will doubtless dance when he sees that the 
salary of himself or his successor may be fixed at 
$8,000, but shall not exceed that sum. These, in 
brief, are the terms of this ‘charter.’’ The word 
‘‘cranks” escapes involuntarily from the lips of 
every man who examines the bill. 

After a debate lasting the entire afternoon ses- 
sion, the bill which was reported by the Ways and 
Means Committee, appropriating $50,000 for the 
Emigration Commissioners, was ordered by the 
Assembly to a third reading. Mr. Brodsky at- 
tempted to increase the amount to $250,000, the 
sum annually appropriated for the Commissioners’ 
expenses. When it was found that this did not ac- 
cord with the temper of the House, other 
amendments were proposed, naming lesser sums, 
but to no purpose. Gen. Sharpe, Mr. Brodsky, and 
C. 8. Baker advocated the usual appropriation, 
while ex-Goy. Alvord, Mr. Brooks, Mr. Bene- 
dict, and Mr. Hunter strongly opposed any other 
terms than those named in the bill. Theargument 
of the latter was that Congress ought to come to 
the relief of this State by imposing head money 
.upon the immigrants. Some of these gentlemen 
believe that if this bill should become a 
law and the necessity of abandoning Castle Gar- 
den and Ward’s Isiand for want of funds for their 
maintenance should become apparent, (for $50,000 
will pay their expenses only until July,) @ongress 
will be compelled to come to the rescue. It 
will be remembered that the Legislature 
has already passed one bill whieh was _ in- 
tended as a menace to the steam-ship com- 
panies. It has proved to be utterly valueless. 
A second measure to serve asathreat against the 
same companies is on its way to-night. If Con- 
gress should be as much affected by the belligerent 
attitude of the Assembly of this State as the steam- 
ship ——— have been, nobody, save possibly 
the members of the Ways and Means Committee, 
will be startled.

THE RAILROAD COMMISSION AND RECEIVER- 
SHIP BILLS—CHARTERS FOR ALBANY 
AND TROY. 


ALBANY, May 18.—The Railroad Commis- 
sion bill, which was to be put on its final passage 
in the Senate again this morning, was postponed 
until the evening session, at the request of the Rail- 
road Committee, whose Chairman said that more 
time was needed to examine the amendments 
made yesterday. The Senate then took upas the 
special order the Assembly Reeeivership bill, as 
amended by the Senate Judiciary Committee. The 
amendments not having been printed, Mr. Covert 
asked that the consideratiyn of the bill be post- 
poned until it could be printed in its amended 
form and placed on the files of Senators. Mr. Ells- 
worth opposed deiay,and said the amendments were 
unimportant and did not change the general prin- 
ciple and purpose of the bill. They could be easily 
understood as the bill was read. Mr. Covert still 
insisted on the bill being printed before it was con- 
sidered, and was joined by Mr. F. Lansing, who 
said that he introduced the original bill in the 
Senate, and if, as had been stated, radical amend- 
ments had been made to it by the committee, 
he olaimed the right to see his bentioh in its 
new form before assuming the responsibility ofits

Tuesday next and ordered to be printed and placed 
on file in the meantime, 

The Senate spent two hours in committee on an 
amended charter for the city of Albany, which 
was ordered to a third reading. A motion by Sen- 
ator Pitts to require Inspectors of Elections to be 
po ad by the Police Board, each party being 
allowed an equal number, was defeated by a party 
vote, all the Democrats voting against it. They re- 
main elective, as heretofore. The charter 
contains one feature which will relieve the 
City of the perennial curse of Michael 
Nolan. It prohibits the election of any one Mayor 
for two successive terms. Amendments to the 
charter of the city of Troy next occupied the Sen- 
ate, and after an explanation of the bill by Mr. 
MacArthur, who said it was entirely acceptable to 
both political parties and to the eitizens of Tro 
generally, it was ordered toa third reading, wit 
the stipulation that it should be recommitted for 24 
hours to enable any one opposing it to be heard. The 
bill prohibiting foreign insurance companies from 
presenting statements or reports of their assets out- 
side of their business done in this country was or- 
dered to a third reading. A large number of peti- 
tions from lawyers in New-York in favor of the 
passage of the Civil Code was presented. The bill 
incorporating the Actors’ Fund of America was 
ordered toa third reading. Judge Robertson, Col- 
lector of the Port, and the Hon. L. Bradford Prince, 
Chief-Justice of New-Mexico, were among {the vis- 
itors to the Senate Chamber, and were granted the 
privilege of the floor. 

At the evening session of the Senate, all the Sen- 
ators being present, Mr. A. Lansing said he was 
directed by the Railroad Committee to report back 
the Railroad Commission bill for consideration, 
with all the provisions restored that were stricken 
out by the Senate yesterday. In other words, the 
bill was reported back in precisely the same condi- 
tion it was in before any action was taken on it at 
yesterday’s session. Mr. Boyd then renewed his 
motion to increase the salaries of the Com- 
missioners from $6,000 to $8,000 a year. 
The motion prevailed by a vote of 21 to 9, 
which was supposed to indicate that some 
concert of action had been agreed upon which 
would insure the passage of the bill in some shape 
this evening, as the same motion had _ several 
times been made before, and defeated. No 
such result was reached, however, and the old 
farce of renewing motions for amendment, which 
have been defeated a dozen times, was repeated, 
and the bill was finally laid aside to await a repeti- 
tion of the faree hereafter. Mr. Jacobs made his 
old motion to amend by making the Commis- 
sioners elective, which was lost by the same 
old yote, ‘The only change in the pro- 
gramme was a slight variation of one of Mr. 
Jacobs's motions, which required that the Governor 
to be elected should appoint the Commissioners on 
the basis of the vote cast for himself next Fall, in- 
stead of on the basis of the vote cast for Secretary 
of State in 1881. Allthe motions for amendment 
were voted down ty the usual vote, and the bill tn 
its old form was once more put on its passage. The 
result was the same as yesterday—17 votes in the 
affirmative and 1in the negative, and 14 Senators 
refusing to yote. Mr. F. Lansing called’the atten- 
tion of the Chair to the fact that 14 Senators did 
not vote, though they were al) present. The Chair 
replied that he did not need to be reminded of the 
fact. 7 

The commission bill was then laid aside and 
some routine business was transacted. Mr. Boyd 
once more brought up his favorite bill by moving 
that it be made a special order for to-morrow 
morning. This afforded Mr. Grady an opportunity 
to rid himself of another bilious speech, which led 
to another long political and personal debate, 
wherein the commission bill was entirely lost 
sight of, as usual, Mr. Grady was very 
much mortified and grieved that there was 
not boldness enough in the Senate to im- 
prison the 14 Anti-Tammany Democrats who 
refused to vote. He was especially indignant that 
the Senator from the Fourth, (Mr. Jacebs,) whom 
he charged with leading and advising the rebel- 
lious members, could not be cast into a dungeon or 
expelled from the Senate. Mr. Jacobs in reply ex- 
pressed his sympathy with the unhappy condition 
of the Senator from the Sixtn (Mr. Grady) in not 
being able to carry out his purposes of vengeance, 
but {f he would read the Constitution of the State 
he would find that Senators had certain rights 
and obligations that could not be interfered with 
by any rules of the Senate or any desire for venge- 
ance on the part of their fellow-Senators. If the 
Senator from the Sixth, or the men who followed 
his lead, thought they could compel, by threats of 
imprisonment or expulsion, any man on this floor 
to vote for any bill that his conscience disapproved 
of they had better undertake it. He then 
spoke of the attitude of the tepublican 
Senators in relinquishing personal independence 
on this bill and slavishly following the lead 
of the Senator from the Sixth or obeying the dicta- 
tion of the Governor. Several of them had said, 
no longer ago than this morning, that they were 
tired of this thing and had had enough of it, but 
they came here to-night, and at the tinkle of the 
bell from the Executive Chamber relapse into their 
old position of obedient followers of Tammany 
Hall, and yet, he said, it was not, perhaps, so 
strange after all, for they owed the possession of 
the Executive chair and the State Government to- 
day to Tammany Hall, and they were probably ex- 
peste to continue their power through the same 
alliance. 

Mr. Pitts replied to Mr. Jacobs, and reminded 
him of the time when he refused a nomination for 
the Governorship himself at the beck and nod of a 
Brooklyn boss, He also called his attention to the 
time when the entire Democratic Party in the Le- 
gislature followed the lead and obeyed the orders 
of another boss who ended his days in prison. 
When Mr. Pi'ts had finished a speech of some 
length in this vein, Mr. Jacebs took the floor 
and embraced the opportunity for the first time, as 
he said, to emphatically deny the story that he 
refused office at the beck of Boss McLaughlin, 
He said there was not a word of truth for this 
story that had been so often told and printed. He 
refused that nomination from obligations of honor, 
and not from the need of dictation of any boss. 
At the end of the long wrangle, the Senate voted 
to postpone the further consideration of the Com- 
mission bill until Tuesday morning of next week. 
Mr. Grady then offered a resolution, which was 
adopted, that it is the sense of the Senate that the 
Legislature should not adjourn sine die until some 
disposition was made ot the question of a railroad 
commission. 

At a meeting of the Senate Ratlroad Committee 
this afternoon, for the purpose of considering the 
general Street Railroad bill, a letter was read by 
Chairman Lansing from Mayor Grace, saying that 
the Corporation Counsel wished to be heard on the 
bill, but that the person designated to appear be- 
fore the committee could not come'to Albany until 
next week. The Chairman said he had received 
numerous communications from persons in New- 
York who desired to be heard in opposition to the 
bill, and he thought the committee had better pos: - 
pone the hearing. In executive meeting the com- 
mittee agreed to postpone the hearing until Tues- 
day next at 3:30 P. M,

THE ELMIRA REFORMATORY. 
THE INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE FINDS THE 
CHARGES OF CRUELTY NOT PROVED. 

ALBANY, May 18.—The report of the Assem- 
bly Committee on State Prisons, presented in the 
Assembly this afternoon, concerning the treatment 
of persons committed to the State Reformatory at 
Elmira, after referring to the character and methods 
of the institution, says: *‘In announcing the con- 
clusion at which we have arrived in reference to the 
allegations of cruelty, we might content ourselves 
by merely saying that we find them not proved. 
But we feel that we should scarcely rulfill a just 


expectation on the part of the public if we failed to 
speak particularly of certain prisoners who are 
claimed to have been treated with great inhu- 
manity.” The report then takes un the cases in 
detail. In regard to the contract system the com- 
mittes believes that it is antagonistic to 
the spirit and purpose of a prison for 
the reformation of offenders, and ought not 
to exist in any form whatever. The committee re- 
ports that its Investigations have led it to the con- 
clusion that under the present management of the 
reformatory, the system of marking and grading 
has been in the main judiciously and successfully 
administered, though it is right to presume, 
however, that oceasional instances of unjust 
or erroneous marking and grading, such as 
must be incident to all human institutions, 
may have occurred. It recommends, and deems it 
important in order to avoid abuses, that the Super- 
intendent should be supported by competent as- 
sistants. The committee finds that the charge of 
overworking the prisoners is not proved, their 
tasks being about one-third less in amount 
than the labor performed by men of egual 
strength in outside establishments, The 
committee thinks if any form of corporal 
punishment is to be retained, the punishment by 
paddling,” or spankiug with a strap of sole 
leather, is the least objectionable and most effec- 
tive. Though this system has been retained in the 
reformatory, there have been only 10 cases in the 
past 5 years, and none of excessive severity. Itis 
not proposed to recommend the abolition of cor- 
poral punishment or to put its judgment in oppo- 
sition to that of men who have given many years 
of close observation and study to the solution of 
this question.

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BOURBON PLANS 1N CONNECTICUT. 


SEVERAL ASPIRING CANDIDATES FOR THE 
GUBERNATORIAL NOMINATION. 

HARTFORD, May 18.—The Democratic man- 
agers in this State seem to be at a loss what to do 
in seeking a candidate for Governor this year. 
There are yet three months in which the search 
may be prosecuted, but “ feelers” are being thrown 
out thus early in the hope of hitting upon some 
man who will readily be taken up by the State 
Convention. The name of Nathaniel Wheeler, of 
Bridgeport, has been frequently mentioned of late, 
and in circles which justify the suspicion that Mr. 
Wheeler himself is looking a little after his own in- 
terest. But the party will not take him, though in 
many respects he isa strong man,and would make an 


excellent chief magistrate. The objection to him 
is that he was upon a commission last year which 
recommended important changes in the liquor 
license law, most of which, as the Legislature 
adopted them, are offensive to the liquor-dealers, 
and that he has offended a great many people by 
his active hostility to the Parallel Railroad project, 
which was bitterly fought by the New-York, New- 
Haven and Hartford Railroad Company, of which 
he is one of the Directors. It is thought that be- 
tween the liquor-deaiers and the anti-monopolists 
he would fare il], and, as a matter of pure expe- 
diency, he would not be a desirable candidate. 
There is nothing worse to be said against him. 

A few montns ago there was a strong disposition 
in many parts of the State to work up a canvass in 
favor of ex-Senator Eaton, but there has been very 
little heard from the movement recentiy. In many 
respects he is a strong man—not a brilliant nor 
particularly able one, but a man of sterling 
honesty and with a larger strictly partisan follow- 
ing than any man in the State, but some of his 
strong points are weakness trom a party point of 
view. His notions against free trade clash witha 
considerable sentiment in the party, and yet, now 
that the Tariff Commission is under way, perhaps 
there is less objection to him on that question than 
formerly. He is not especially liked among the 
aristocratic Democrats of the State, who would do 
their best to defeat his nomination. With the 
masses, as a rule, he is very popular. The back 
country Democrats swear by him the year round. 
He would polla good many more votes than Mr. 
Wheeler, and it is safe to consider him as a possible 
candidate provided he will consent to run. 

Ex-Gov. Hubbard, of this city, would probably 
not refuse a nomination. He enjoyed being Gov- 
ernor very much—more than almost any man who 
has been honored with the offce—and it wasa 
great disappointment to him (because he never 
dreamed of defeat till he read his own obituary in 
the papers after election) when he was beaten in 
1878 by a failure to secure the popular vote and the 
election of Gov. Andrews by the Legislature of 
1879. But he has no elements of popularity. He is 
the ablest Democrat in the State and the poorest 
pelitician. There is an aristocratic air about him 
which the “ boys’ do not like, though in fact he is 
one of the most genial of men, ‘whom to know is 
to love.”’ 

Just now ex-Gov. Ingersoll is occupying the at- 
tention of the newspapers, and the drift is toward 
him as perhaps the most available man for the 
party to nominate; but there is a question, and an 
important one, whether be will let his name be 
used. In New-Haven, it is said he will not, 
but ex-Congressman Landers, of the First Distriet, 
is authority for the statement that he will accept 
the nomination if it is tendered to him. 

There have been some ‘scattering’ eandidates 
svoken of, including E. W. Seymour, a lawer, of 
Bridgeport and Litchfield; John H. Leeds, a manu- 
facturer in Stamford, who lives in New-Haven; 
Henry G. Hubbard, a wealthy manufacturer of 
Middletown, and R. W. H. Jarvis, President of the 
Colt Fire-arms Company. Neither of these will 
be apt to have much of a chance, If the young 
men of the party can have their way they will 
throw over all of the proposed slate candidates 
and nominate George G. Sumner, ex-Mayeor of this 
city, who is very popularin the northern part of 
the State. He has been Chairman of the State 
Central Committee, has an extensive acquaintance, 
and his record as Mayor here for two years has 
given him a strong hold upon men in both parties, 
though the ** bummer” element in his own party is 
against him because he had a clean administration 
and defied them. 

In the Congressional districts the present Repub- 
lican members will be renominated. Mr. Buck, in 
the First, will have an easy victory, because the 
Democrats have decided to waste no strength in 
opposing him, as they think it wiser to put their 
whole effort on the State ticket, and a part of their 
programme {s to trade yotes for Buck and their 
candidate for Governor. Noone will blame them 
for this, but it is not proble that they will succeed 
in doing more than a very light retail business. Mr. 
Wait, in the Third District, will have a ‘ walk- 
over,” as usual, and, though Mr. Milles, in the 
Fourth, will probably have to contend azainst Milo 
B. Richardson, a partner of William H. Barnum, 
and work against heavier odds than usual, yet he 
will nardly fail to be re-elected. The political sen- 
timent of Fairfield County has changed materially 
since Barnum carried the whole district in his vest 
pocket. In the Second District, Mr. Phelps, Demo- 
crat, will be a candidate for renomination, but will 
be opposed by Charles L. Mitchell, arich and grow- 
ing man in New-Haven County. 


THE CROPS IN THE WEST, 


a ed 
WHEAT AND CORN IN ILLINOIS—ANOTHER 
RAIN-8STORM IN MINNESOTA, 

CuicaGo, May 18.—The Tribune’s erop re- 
ports from Southern Illinois show a prospect of a 
better yield of Winter wheat than for several years. 
There are no fears of chinch-bugs, but the army 
worm has made its appearance and in some piaces 
is destroying wheat fields, meadows, and early 
planted corn. In the main, corn promises well, but 
considerable replanting will have to be done. 

Str. Paut, Minn., May 18.—The rain that 
threatened the crops a week ago began again 
to-day in a gentle, steady down-pour that 
began about noon and continued at intervals 
until night. Dispatches from different parts of the 
State indicate that the weather was cloudy 
and rainy in the southern counties and 
clear along the line of the Northern 
Pacific in Minnesota and Dakota. The 
opinion among grain men is that unless the rain is 
heavy or long continued it will not injure the 
wheat crop. It interferes seriously, however, 
with the planting and cultivation of corn, 
which is a larger crop in Minaesota this 
year than ever before. In many places corn- 
lanting is not half finished and in some scarcely 
egun. Where the corn is in the ground it is more 
likely to rot than to germinate while this cold 
weather lasts, and many farmers are purposely de- 
laying planting, even where the ground is dry 
enough to stimulate rapid growth. Other crops 
have not suffered much from the weather. Up- 
land hay is doing well, but the marshes are wet.

SIXTEENTH ANNUAL.MEETING OF 
THE NATIONAL BOARD, 


REPORTS FROM , VARIOUS / COMMITTEES—AN 
{MPORTANT ADDRESS BY PRESIDENT 
. HEALD’ RATES OF COMMISSION TO 
AGENTS FIXED—ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 
The sixteenth annual meeting of the Na- 
Yonal Board of Fire Underwriters was held yes- 
terday in the rooms of the local Board of Under- 
writers, At 11 o’clock the meeting was called to 
order by the President, D. A. Heald, of the Home 
Insurance Company. B. Loczwood presented the 
report of the Executive Committee, which, after 
referring to matters of minor importance, con- 
pluded as follows: 
{ “In the present state of affairs the duties of the Chair- 
an of your Executive Committee might be likened 
those of a ship’s Captain whose boat les at the 
wharf awaiting orders. From you, gentlemen, must 
come, if at all, the order to put in commission the Na- 
fiona craft, which has more than once proved 
be an ark of safety.

A report from the Committee on Statistics set- 

ing forth the work of the committee in detail 
as submitted. Referring to the committee's 
efforts in suppressing the use of fire-crackers and 
fire-works, the report says: ‘“*That work alone 
ren the companies many times the cost of the 
ureau from its organ!zation. The figures reported 
by the various companies show that the loss from 
this cause was reduced over $100,000 in one year 
by the efficient aetion of the committee, and one 
rompany advised us that whereas its loss through 
fire-crackers and fire-works during previous years 
had averaged $50,000, for this year it was less than 
= .”” The report also refers to the large num- 
er of “hybrid companies”? doing business in this 
country. The State Department of Pennsylvania 
has taken official action looking to the dissolution 
of some 213 organizations of like character de- 
voted to life insurance, and though the department 
fully alive to the existence of mutual fire asso- 
viations of a similar kind, the law as it now stands 
forms an insurmountable barrier to their prosecu- 
tion. It is safe to assert thata large share of this 
class of companies have been brought to light by 
the investications of the census, and it is a work 
well done, which should convince the public that 
they offer very unreliable indemnity against loss to 
Insurers. There being no objection to the adop- 
tion of the report, it wasse recorded, and the Vice- 
President, John W, Murray. was called to the chair to 
liow President Heald to take the floor and deliver 
is annual address. Mr. Heald said that the history 
of fire insurance in this country was yet to be writ- 
ten. Enough of its general course, however, was 
known to enable us to draw from it some of the 
fundamental principles upon which the business 
must be conducted if it isto be successful. Fifty 
years ago there was in this City an association for 
establishing rates, or at least a minimum rate, 
in most Kinds of property. These rates were well 
observed, and the business was fairly remunera- 
tive. The great fire of 1885 swept away 80 per 
cent. of all the capital and assets then en- 
gaged in the business in the City, and re- 
duced the aggregate surviving capital to about 
$1,750,000. This led toacloser union of the sur- 
vivors and such as then entered the field for the 
first time. Kates were advanced and maintained 
for « period of years. and then became to a great 
extent open and unrestricted. The fire of 1845 re- 
peated the history of 1835. At the close of 1865, 
86 out of 145 companies doing business in the City 
of New-York reported an impairment of $1,313,- 
602 93, while the 99, embracing the largest and 
Btrongest companies, showed a surplus of only 
$8,367,773 66. The net surplus of all the companies 
kvas thus reduced to less than 16 per cent. on their 
aggregate cepital. The business had become thor- 
pughly demoralized, competition was excessive, 
Rnd the losses and expenses had eaten up 9934 per 
gent. of the sum total of premium receipts. The 
Incoming year gave early indications of the out- 
come of a year whose losses and expenses footed 
up 104.40 on its entire premium receipts, Under 
Buch conditions the National Board was organ- 
ized. Mr. Heald reviewed the history of the board 
during the tive years it maintained its efficiency, 
pod pointed to the favorable results obtained 
“with trifling expense through the voluntary ac- 
tion of the companies; the hearty co-operation 
and general good faith of agents, and that most 
efficient arm of service—the local board.” Early 
§n 1870 there was manifested on the part of many 
a disposition to relax efforts in maintaining the 
rules and rates established by the board. so that 
the rates of losses and expenses rose from 84.9 
per cent. to 94.23. The downward tendency in 
rates continued until the great. fire at 
Chicago in 1871. Within 13 months Boston 
repeated the disaster at Chicago. In 1873 the sur- 
viving companies in the board formed a firm pur- 
pose “to retrieve the past and secure the future.” 
At the close of 1877, through the instrumentality of 
the board, the rate of premium was increased 4 
cents 4 mills and 8-10 of a mill on every $100 em- 
braced inthe sum total of $32.152,875,646 written 
Guring this period, and the average rates of loss 
‘was reduced 3 cents 1 mill end 1-10 of a mill on the 
fame sum, an advance in the grand total of pre- 
miums of $14,404.488 28, and a reduction in losses 
of $9,999,544 32, thus placing the companies $24,- 
404,032 60 ahead of where they would have been had 
‘only the rates and rulings of the first quinquennium 
been obtained. The influence of the action of the 
board during that period over the rates for the 
past four years has been and is still felt, low as the 
rates now are, though it has been fast fading away, 
pnd unless aradical change for the better takes 
lace will soon disappear altogether. The grand 
otal of risks in the last 16 years, aggregating the 
enormous sum of $93,537 ,924,764. was written at an 
Bverage rate of 17 cents and7.5 mills on each 
Bren greater than the average rate of the six years 
revious, and gave the companies a resultant 

f $166.029,816 45 over 

een obtained on the same volume of 

usiness at ante-board rates. This gain 
in rates has enabled the business to meet the losses 
of three great fires during this period, two of 
which in magnitude of loss were unequaled in the 
world’s history. On the subject of taxation Mr. 
Heald said there seems to be a vexatious uncer- 
tainty both in the minds of Legislatures and of the 
courts just where to draw the line between a tax 
and alicense. Some States require a definite sum 
on gross premiums and,call it a tax; others do the 
pame and call it a license. Some require companies 
to be assessed in towns and cities and to pay 
local taxes after a general license has been paid; 
every State has a different mode of taxation, and 
nearly all have unjust and unequal requirements 
xvhich bear heavily on the business as a whole and 
upon some classes of companies with great hard- 
ship. It is suggested that measures should be 
taken to secure a more uniform and equitable 
mede of taxation. Ii it is to bea tax, let it be to 
the State and in full of all other requirements or 
taxes; if a license, it should be for the whole State 

nd no municipal exceptions should be allowed.

OCOHARGED- WITH CONSPIRACY.

WHAT A STOCKHOLDER OF A MINING CON- 


PANY SAYS OF JAMES R, KEENE AND 
OTHERS, 


A suit in which a charge of conspiracy to 
defraud is made against the defendants has been 
begun in the Superior Court by William E. Badeau 
against James R. Keene, John D. Prinee, James 
Whitely, Harry E, Logan, Henry C. Oakley, and 
Maynard O. Eyre. James R. Keene is the well- 
known stock jobber. The other defendants are 
members of the firm of Prince & Whitely, stock 
brokers and mine agents. It is charged by Mr. 
Badeaun that the defendants conspired among 


themselves and with one C. F. McDermott, 
of California, to defraud the public by falsely 
representing that the two silver mines in the 
“Tombstone District” of Arizona Territory, known 
as the Bradshaw and the Washington mines, 
were of great value, and that, through their false 
representations, he (Badeau) was induced to pur- 
chase 600 shares of stock of the Bradshaw Mining 
Company, which shares he has found to be of 
merely nominal value. The fraudulent representa- 
tions were made in circulars issued by Prince & 
Whitely, which embodied reports, made by F. 
Khan and P. Augustus Humbert, mining engineers, 
80 contrived as to produce the belief in the minds 
of readers that the Bradshaw mine was of enor- 
mous value, that large quantities of silver ore, 
worth $70 a ton, had been taken from it, 
and that ore estimated to be worth $829,788 34 was 


sight. 

In addition to this it was stated in the circulars, 
the complaint states, that the Bradshaw Nining 
Company had been organized with a capital stock 
of $2,250,000, divided into 225,000 shares of $10 each, 
and the Washington Mining Company, with a capi- 
tal stock of $1,000,000, divided into 200,000 shares of 
$5 each; that the stock was fuil paid and unassess- 
able; that the Bradshaw Company had a working 
capital of $75,000, and the Washington 
Company one of $50,000; that there were 
many valuable facilities for working the 
mines already in possession of the com- 
panies, and that there was ‘‘no reason, eitner 
natural or theoretical, why, in the space of a year, 
the mines in question should not rival their for- 
tunate neighbors in Tombstone, meaning the Con- 
tention mine, which was selling in the market at 
over $3,500,000, and was paying $100,000 a month to 
its owners,” Badeau avers that he believed all 
these representations to be true, and, through faith 
in them, he invested $1,800 in Bradshaw stosk. He 
charges that at no time was either the Bradshaw 
or Washington mine worth more than $50,000; that 
the reports of the metallurgists and engineers 
were fraudulent, and were fraudulently obtained 
by the defendants; that the Bradshaw Min- 
ing Company was fraudulently contrived for 
the purpose of carrying out a swindle; thatits cap- 
ital stock was never paid up excepting so faras the 
transfer to it ofthe title to the Bradshaw mine 
could be called a paying up of the capital stock; 
that it never bad any working capital, not even 
75 cents; that it had never had the means of work- 
ing its mine, and that it was not true that it was 
working the mine when the circulars were issued. 
All these representations, Badeau avers, were 
known by the defendants to be untrue, and were 
made for the purpose of cheating the public, and 
that In carrying out their conspiracy they succeed- 
ed in selling in this City the greater part of 
the stock of the Bradshaw and Washington 
Mining Companies. It is charged that Keene and 
his fellow-defendants procured about $600,000 for 
the stock thus placed upon the market, and that 
they and their associate in the alleged conspiracy, 
Cc. F. McDermott, the President of the Bradshaw 
Mining Company, divided this sum, but in what 
proportion the plaintiff does not know. ‘The 
prayer of Badeau’s complaint is that he shall have 
—— for $1,800, the amount invested by him 
n the Bradshaw stock, with interest from May 27, 
1881. Mr. Badeau’s attorneys are Messrs, Sewell, 
Pierce & Sheldon.

PROBABILITY THAT MESSRS, LOUBAT AND 
TURNBULL WILL BE DISCIPLINED. 

Mr. Loubat was in his apartments at the 
Glenham Hotel at 10 o’clock last night, and -there 
Was no one with him. Earlier in the evening he 
was at the meeting of the New-York Yacht Club. 
He spent the day in his usual manner, going out of 
the hotel and returning frequently. He had but 
few callers, and declined to see any reporters, Mr. 
Turnbuil’s house was ali dark at 9 o'clock, and the 
servant who answered the reporter’s ring said that 
Mr. Turnbull was dining out, but he did not know 


with whom. It is said now that Mr. Turn- 
bull, before issuing his celebrated circular, 
consulted Messrs. August Belmont, William R. 
Travers, and another prominent member of the 
Union Club as to the propriety of sending it to the 
club members, and was advised by them to send it. 
Itis said also that many members promptly re- 
turned the circular to Mr. Turnbull, with an in- 
dorsement to the effect that not having the pleas- 
ure of his acquaintance they declined to take any 
part in his quarrels. Inclub circles the matter is 
still talked about a good deal, aud whenever two 
men meet one or the other is almost certain to ask 
“Is there anything new in the Loubat-Turubull 
affair?’ As to the possibility of a personal en- 
counter between the gentlemen, diverse opinions 
prevail. By some, and undoubtedly the greatest 
number, such an encounter is considered very un- 
likely to occur, Others regard it as in- 
evitable. Not a few persons, however, are 
of the opinion that although an_ encounter 
is unlikely at present, there will be one 
eventually. ‘After all the talk in the news- 
papers about the matter,” remarked a gentleman 
of this latter class last evening, ‘*the parties will 
naturally conclude that they are watcned by the 
Police, and will keep perfectly quiet for some days 
and, perhaps, weeks to come, and then, when all 
suspicions have been allayed by this course they 
will go off to Maryland or Virgiuia, or somewhere 
else, and fight it out.”’ 

It is impossible just now to ascertain whether 
the Board of Governors of the Union Club 
have decided to take any action on the 
matter. While speculation on the subject 
is rife among the members of the club, 
the Governors keep their own counsel. 
The general sentiment of the club, however, seems 
to be that either Mr. Loubat or Mr. Turnbull or 
both should be disciplined, and this sentiment may 
force the Governors eventually to take some ac- 
tion.

go. The man turns out to be an accomplished 
swindler, who has been victimizing banks and pri- 
vate persons in New-Jersey and New-York City for 
two months past. His method was to draw a 
draft payable to himscif and signed Collins 
& Co., on John §L. Brown, Waterbury, N. J. 
This draft he would deposit in a bank 
for the purpoxe of opening an account, and would 
then draw checks against it, getting them cashed 
by private individuals and sometimes by the bank 
itself, aud then clear out. The drafts always came 
back protested. When he was arrested in Plain- 
field he had upon his person seven different bank- 
books of atch in Paterson, Elizabeth. Plainfield, 
Somerville, and New-Brunswick, with check-books 
to correspond. The aggregate of credits in 
the different books was about $12,000, all of 
which had been given upon drafts on John 
L. Brown. The stuvs of his check-books showed 
that be had issued checks for more than the 
amount of his credit on the bank books. Al: of the 
deposits had been made withir 40 days. He made 
a specialty of victimizing physicians, going first to 
them in every place he visited and appointing each 
of them Medical Examiner for the insurance com- 
pany of which he was general agent. In Plainfield 
five different physicians were thus appointed. He 
would then get various sums of money from them 
by trading checks out in other ways. A large 
number of warrants against iim are in the hands 
of varieus detectives. John L. Brown, on whom 
be made his drafts, has been found to be a colored 
man in Woodbury. Collins & Co., who signed the 
drafts, are supposed to be myths.

SCHOOL OF ETHICAL CULTURE. 

The Society of Ethical Culture have had 
plans prepared anda filed for a new kindergarten 
and genera! school building to be erected on West 
Fifty-fourth-street, just west of Sixth-avenue. The 


building will have a frontage of 50 feet, and will be 
90 feet deep. Itisto be in the Renaissance style 
of architecture. and wil! be of brick, with brown- 
stone trimmings. The windows between the third 
end fourth stories are to be separated by taste- 
fully designed panels of _ terra-cotta. The 
building will be four stories in height, 
with a basement, and will cost about $40,000. 
The only entrance to the building, except the 
one to the Superiutendent’s room in the basement, 
will he through a handsomely designed porch and 
door in keeping with the general style of urchitec- 
ture. The ment is to contain the office and 
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rooms of the Superintendent and family and of 
the servants, The front half of the first floor con- 
tains the general room for the use of the teachers 
and two commodious olass-rooms. The rear por- 
tion has the kindergarten room, 22 by 48 feet. Dr. 
Adler’s offiee, the committee-room and ladies’ sew- 
ing-room, and a lecture-room 46 by 60 feet occupy 
the second floor. The third and fourth floors are 
alike in their plan, each having tour commodious 
class-rooms, those on the third floor for the use of 
the girl students, and those on the fourth floor for 
the boys. Special attention has been paid in the 
construction of the designs forthe heating, licht- 
ing, and ventilation of the building, and everything 
necessary for comfort or convenience seems to 
have been provided for. The architects are H. J. 
Schwarzmann & Co. The corner-stone will proba- 
bly be Jaid May 30.

PIERRE MICHEL’S WiFE. 


FOUND DEAD NEAR A RAILROAD TRACK— 
PUZZLED LONG ISLANDERS, 

As the engineer of a west-bound train on the 
Flushing and North Side Railroad was approaching 
Winfield station, Long Island, where he was due at 
6:47 o’clock yesterday morning, he saw the body 
of a woman lying on the north side of the track, 
about 150 feet west of the Thompson-averue 
crossing and an eichth of a mile from the depot. 
Word was left with the station agent, and the 
village constable, Nicholas Thomas, went to the 
scene, The woman was dead, and he reeognized 


the body as that of Mrs. Mary Ann Michel, 
the wife of Pierre A. Michel, a dissolute tpaint- 
er, of Winfield. The back of the head was 
crushed in, and the brains were oozing out. The 
body lay only three feet from the track, and if she 
had been in the way of a train it was thoucht that 
she must have been thrown some distance. No 
(ther marks were found on the body, and it was 
difficult to see how the back of the head could have 
been crushed by the cars. About 200 feet back on 
Thompson-avenue, where the road is lined with 
willow trees, a basket known to have belonged to 
the woman, her hat, and a new gallon kerosene-can 
filled with whisky were found beside the fence, 
Her neighbors believed that she had either been 
foully dealt with or had committed suicide by 
placing her head close to the track. Coroner Serbs 
took charge of the ‘body, jand, {after impaneling a 
jury, adjourned the inquest until Monday after- 
noon. Mrs. Michel was said not to have been ad- 
dicted to the use of liquor, and much surprise was 
created by finding the can of whisky with her 
basket and hat. A post-mortem examination failed 
to reveal the presence of liquor in the stomach. A 
bruise was found on the left shoulder, but no im- 
portance was attached to it. Mrs. Michel was 
seen to go from her home at 7 o’elock in the 
evening with her basket on her arm, and 
again at 9:30 o’clock leaning against the 
fence on Thompson-avenue, under the wil- 
low trees. No one in Winfield could tell 
anything more im regard to her whereabouts dur- 
ing the night. The sum of $1 28 was found in her 
poskes presumably all that she carried, and the 
elief that she was murdered for money was dis- 
pelled. Mrs. Michel was a dress-maker, 57 years old, 
tall, stout, with light hair and prepossessing features. 
She lived over the barber’s shop of Frank Karn- 
bach, and was an industrious and highly respected 
woman, Sne was known to every person in the 
village. She had lived in Winfield for 12 years or 
more, but during the past four years she and her 
husband were separated in consequence of his in- 
temperate habits. She was born in Nova Scotia of 
Scotch parents, and married Michel in New-York 
85 vears ago. Her maiden name was Livingston. 
No children were borr to the couple. She had no 
relatives in this country. She was prudent, and a 
bank-book showed that she had $99 25 deposited in 
the Bleecker-Street Savings Bank in this City. 
A neighbor said she had been sick with a hard cold 
for several days, and surprise was expressed that 
she went out on Wednesday evening. Pierre 
Michel, the husband, lives in a tumble-down shanty 
on Thompson-avenue not an eighth of a mile from 
the place where the woman’s de:d body was 
found. Areporter called there last evening and 
Michel opened the door. The husband said that 
he saw his wife for the last time about a week ago, 
and that he knew absolutely nothing concerning 
the circumstances attending her death,

SULT 7O SET ASIDE A DEED. 
SE es, 
ONE OF THE PARTIES TO THE INSTRUMENT 
SAYS HER CONFIDENCE WAS ABUSED. 
Among the papers of the late Robert L. 
Pell, who died in 1880, was found a deed, appar- 
ently executed by Louisa Troup and her sister, the 
late Charlotte Brinkerhoff, giving him the prem- 
ises No, 218 Vifth-avenue in fee. This deed is 
held by Mrs. Adelaide Duane Ireland, the only sur- 
viving child of Pell. A suit Lrought by Louisa 
Troup, who is now about 90 years old, to have 
the deed set aside is now on trial before Judge 
Larremore, in the Supreme Court, Special Term. 
The allegations of the complaint are that the 
deed was procured through an abuse of the confi- 
dence of Miss Troup and her sister by Pell, who 
was the latter’s son-in-law and the business agent 
of both. Sheis joinedin her action by her grand 
nieees, the children of one of the daughters of 
Mrs, Brinkerhoff, In 1867 Louisa Troup and her 
sister, who owned the premises No. 218 Fifth- 
avenue in common, made wills, each bequeathing 
one-half of the undivided estate in the premises to 
each of the two daughters of Mrs. Brinkerhoff and 
their heirs. These wills were mutual, and each 
gave to the longer lived of the two sisters 
a life estate in the property of the 
other. The bequests to the two daughters 
of Mrs. Brinkerhoff were thus delayed until both 
Louisa Tronp and Mrs. Brinkerhoff had died. Codl- 
cils to the wills were executed in 1871, but they did 
not materially change the disposition of the 
property. In 1871 two more codicils were made so 
asto give Robert L. Pell a life estate in the Fifth- 
avenue premises after the death of the two sisters. 
As the defendant, Mrs. Ireland. who now hclds the 
deed which is claimed to have been improperly ob- 
tained, asserts that she will not seek to claimthe 
real estate under it, the purpose of the suit is to 
prevent creditors of Robert L. Pell from levying 
upon the premises under judgments for » bout $60,- 
000, Mr. Francis N. Bangs appears for the plain- 
tiffs, and Messrs. Ira D. Warren and ex-Judge W.

N BONDAGH IN NEW-YORK. 


THE STORY TOLD BY A GERMAN GIRL TO 
SUPERINTENDENT JACKSON, 

Charlette Koch, a young German girl, who 
arrived here last October in the steam-ship Rhein, 
complained to Superintendent Jacksen, at Castle 
Garden, yesterday, that she has recently been re- 
strained of her liberty by a family which brought 
her from Germany. She says that last Fall she was 
desirous of coming to New-York. A family 
named Steinfeld, who were coming to America, 
offered to pay her passage if she would serve them 
for six months after her arrival in this country. 
Her parents consented to the proposition. and an 

greement was drawn up. The Steinfelds reside 
at No. 323 East Fifty-second-street. Here Char- 
lotte worked hard for six monthsas she had agreed, 
At the expiration of her time they demanded, she 
says, that she should remain with them 
six weeks longer to pay for a_ cloak 
made up entirely of rags which they had 
given her. In addition to this, they told 
her that she would have to work nine months 
jJonger without wages in order to pay the expense 
of having a doctor for one of the children who had 
fallen down while under her care, although she de- 
nied having been the cause of the accident. Inad- 
dition to the work of the Steinte!lds she was obliged 
to wash and scrub forthe family of G. Simon, a 
relative of the Steinfelds, Although she\demanded 
her liberty the Steinfelds restrained her,forcing her 
to work for nothing and treating ber shamefully. 
A few days ago a friend called to take her away 
from the place, but he was refused admittance to 
the house. At length she escaped and applied at 
Castle Garden, where she was protected. A new 
place has already been secured ior her. Yesterday 
Mr. Simon went to Castle Garden and asked Super- 
intendent Jackson to compel Charlotte to return 
to the Steinfields. He said that they would not 
give up the girl’s clothing unless she returned and 
served for nine months longer. Steps are to be 
taken to compel the Steinfelds to release Char- 


lotte’s property.

present month. Yesterday the Republicans 
hela to their resolve that no_ business 
should be transacted, and after several ineffectual 
motions Director Budden declared the board ad- 
journed, although the vote stood 7 for and 13 
against, After the Democratic members had with- 
drawn, the Republicans reassembled and elected 
Freeholder Baldwin temporary Director. Charles 
Billings was elected Clerk and Cornelius S. See 
counsel. This action was taken under legal advice 
as the readiest means of bringing the matter be- 
fore the courts, which will now have to decide 
upon the merits of the respective Clerks and coun- 


sels of the board.
